ANNUAL    TOWN    MEETING,    1935 

February  13,  1935. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Honor- 
able Frank  P.  Bennett,  Jr.  at  8:04  P.  M. 


The  salute  to  the  flag  was  given. 
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The  reading  of  the  records  of  the  previous  meeting  was 
waived. 

The  reading  of  the  warrant  was  dispensed  with. 

All  town  meeting  members  not  previously  qualified  were 
at  this  time  sworn  in  by  the  Moderator. 

Chairman  Ernest  M.  Hatch  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
was  granted  unanimous  permission  to  offer  to  the  meeting  the 
following  resolution: 

"Whereas  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  his  infinite  wis- 
dom to  remove  from  our  midst,  by  his  death,  on  December 
29th,  1934,  George  H.  Ames,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare,  and,  whereas,  Mr.  Ames  was  born  in  Saugus,  October 
5th,  1858,  living  in  the  town  practically  all  his  life,  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  (34)  thirty-four  years  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  for  (31)  thirty-one  years,  giving  of 
his  time  and  energy  without  restraint.  Always  doing  his  ut- 
most to  see  that  no  deserving  citizen  or  family  went  without 
the  necessities  of  life,  doing  whatever  lay  in  his  power  to  al- 
leviate the  sick  and  distressed,  supervising  the  welfare  of  the 
widow  and  the  orphan,  always  faithful  to  the  obligation  com- 
mensurate with  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare. 

"Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  we,  the  members  of  the  Lim- 
ited Town  Meeting,  here  assembled  recognizing  that  in  the 
passing  of  Mr.  Ames,  Saugus  has  lost  one  of  its  most  useful 
and  respected  citizens. 

"His  place  in  our  Community  will  be  hard  to  fill.  His  was 
a  life  of  service  not  only  to  the  less  fortunate  citizens  of  the 
town  but  a  life  of  real  service  and  many  times  self-sacrifice 
given  unstintingly  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

"We  the  members  of  the  Town  Meeting,  here  record  our 
sincere  regrets  at  his  passing  and  extend  to  his  sorrowing 
widow  and  daughter  our  deepest  sympathy. 

"And  be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions 
be  spread  upon  the  records  of  this  town  meeting  and  a  copy 
sent  to  the  family  of  the  late  George  H.  Ames." 

Unanimously  adopted. 
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A  motion  was  offered  and  it  was  voted  that  the  meeting 
stand  for  one  minute  in  silent  tribute  to  John  Husler.

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 

to  the 

Representative  Town  Meeting  and   Citizens  of 

The  Town  of  Saugus 

To  the  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

In  submitting  our  report  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
1935  we  would  first  point  out  the  fact  that  all  appropriations 
made  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  should  be  considered  as 
being  the  complete  amounts  to  be  available  for  the  entire 
current  year.  This  is  due  to  the  property  assessment  date 
being  changed  this  year,  and  to  the  subsequent  changing  of 
the  date  on  which  the  tax  rate  should  be  declared.  The  Finance 
Committee  has  been  advised  by  the  Commissioner  of  Corpora- 
tions and  Taxation  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
the  effect  that  the  tax  rate  should  be  declared  in  April.  This 
of  course  means  that  no  money  may  be  raised  by  direct  ap- 
propriation after  the  tax  rate  has  been  declared.  It  is  with 
this  fact  being  carefully  considered  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  recommended  the  raising  of  the  Reserve  Fund 
from  $6,000  to  $12,000  to  provide  against  any  emergencies 
which  may  ensue  during  the  year,  and  which  in  past  years 
would  have  been  taken  care  of  by  Special  Town  Meetings. 
This  new  procedure  will  in  all  probability  do  much  to  eliminate 
the  all  too  numerous  Special  Town  Meetings  which  we  have 
had  in  the  past. 

It  will  again  be  necessary  for  the  Emergency  Finance  Board 
of  the  State  to  review  the  Budget  appropriations  made,  with 
the  possibility  of  their  further  action. 

The  Finance  Committee  in  order  to  arrive  at  its  final  recom- 
mendations as  set  forth  in  this  report  have  given  each  depart- 
ment full  consideration  of  its  needs,  and  the  requests  of  many 
departments  have  been  reduced  in  the  recommendation  as 
shown,  largely  due  to  the  necessity  of  bringing  the  total  bud- 
get within  the  limit  of  the  tax  payer's  purse.     In  many  in- 
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stances  the  Committee  is  agreed  that  certain  items  deleted  are 
of  desirable  nature.  However,  the  Committee  has  been  con- 
fronted also  with  the  fact  that  the  tax  payers  are  finding  it 
difficult  in  most  instances  to  meet  their  taxes  and  that  any 
increase  is  bound  to  add  further  to  their  burden. 

The  Committee  is  agreed  that  we  need  an  adequate  fire  and 
police  alarm  and  signal  system,  but  after  full  consideration 
IS  unable  to  recommend  the  Special  Articles  calling  for  an 
appropriation  of  $50,000  at  this  time. 

The  Town  Meeting  is  faced  with  the  fact  that  on  January 
3,  1935,  we  appropriated  the  total  sum  of  $24,660,  which  is 
applied  toward  the  total  appropriations  of  the  year  and  direct- 
ly bears  on  the  tax  levy  of  this  year. 

We  are  confronted  with  requests  in  the  combined  General 
and  Special  Budgets  of  $852,797.96  and  the  Committee  has 
endeavored  to  eliminate  every  item  of  unnecessary  expendi- 
ture, recommending  a  total  including  both  Budgets,  General 
and  Special  of  $666,168.13,  which  brings  the  yearly  total  in- 
cluding the  $24,660  appropriated  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  January  3,  1935,  to  $690,828.13. 

The  Committee  calls  attention  to  the  members  of  the  Limited 
Town  Meeting  that  your  action  on  the  various  items  in}  this 
Warrant  is  a  deciding  factor  in  the  Tax  Rate  for  this  year 
and  points  out  where  substantial  savings  may  be  effected 
from  the  total  amounts  requested.

Their  report  of  progress  is  printed  in  the  Town 
Report. 

Hon.  John  J.  Mullen  was  granted  permission  to  offer  a 
resolution. 

"Resolved  that,  we  the  members  of  the  Town  Meeting  en- 
dorse the  action  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  James  M. 
Curley  in  aiding  this  town  by  asking  the  Federal  Government 
to  furnish  $350,000  to  be  used  to  dredge  the  Saugus  River 
from  the  ocean  to  Fox  Hill  Bridge,  for  the  development  of 
our  industrial  waterfront/' 

Unanimously  adopted. 

At  this  time  the  High  School  Building  Committee  offered 
its  final  report. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Limited  Toivn  Meeting  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus: 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1932,  following  the  passage 
of  an  article  appropriating  the  sum  of  $105,000.00  for  the 
construction  of  an  addition  to  Saugus  High  School  and  an- 
other to  authorize  the  moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
construct  the  same,  Hon.  Frank  P.  Bennett,  Jr.,  moderator  of 
the  Town  of  Saugus,  appointed  the  following  citizens  to  serve 
on  such  a  committee :  J.  Arthur  Raddin,  Paul  A.  Haley,  Arthur 
D.  Hitchings,  Frederick  B.  Willis,  and  William  Eastman. 

The  committee  at  once  started  preliminary  work  for  the 
construction  of  the  building.  Messrs.  Kilham,  Hopkins,  and 
Greeley  of  Boston  were  selected  as  architects  with  Alden  C. 
Loring  of  Saugus  as  associate  architect. 
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After  studies,  your  committee  was  convinced  that  the  most 
economical  and  satisfactory  method  of  approach  was  to  con- 
struct the  addition  at  the  rear  of  Saugus  High  school,  fronting 
on  East  Denver  street,  with  a  connecting  bridge. 

Upon  the  opening  of  bids,  the  committee  found  Fauci 
Brothers  of  Saugus  to  be  low  and  they  were  awarded  the 
contract.  The  building  was  completed  and  furnished  in  time 
for  the  opening  of  school  in  September  of  1933. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1934,  your  committee  re- 
ported verbally  that  it  had  completed  the  building  at  a  cost 
of  $101,000.00  and  requested  permission  of  the  members  to 
expend  the  balance  in  the  construction  of  a  much  needed  cafe- 
teria and  this  work  has  been  accomplished,  so  far  as  possible, 
during  the  past  year.  Herbert  C.  Weed  of  Lynn  has  been 
architect  in  this  work  and  the  committee  has  expended  such 
funds  as  were  available  for  what  it  considered  the  most  neces- 
sary and  primary  items  of  cafeteria  equipment.  Iti  has  been 
impossible  to  complete  the  job  and  your  committee  recom- 
mends to  the  limited  town  meeting  the  adoption  of  the  article 
in  the  warrant  calling  for  an  appropriation  to  make  this 
possible. 

Prior  to  the  start  of  the  construction  work  on  the  new  build- 
ing, your  committee  induced  Mr.  William  Eastman,  a  builder 
with  a  half  century  of  experience,  to  become  clerk  of  the 
works,  or  inspector,  in  the  construction.  The  committee  can- 
not too  highly  commend  the  integrity  and  faithfullness  of  Mr. 
Eastman  and  the  remarkable  and  highly  intelligent  manner  in 
which  he  served  the  interests  of  the  committee  and  the  Town. 
Your  committee  considers  the  money  extended  for  his  services 
as  the  best  insurance  policy  of  the  town  could  possibly  have 
placed  on  the  building  during  construction. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Eastman,  the  moderator  ap- 
pointed to  the  vacancy  Mr.  Charles  E.  Stillings  of  North 
Saugus. 

Your  committee  presents  to  the  Town  tonight  the  plans  of 
the  new  building  with  the  recommendation  that  they  be  turned 
over  to  the  school  committee  for  preservation.  Their  value 
in  the  future,  when  alterations  or  repairs  may  be  made  in  the 
building,  is  unquestioned. 
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Your  committee  also  wishes  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
it  has  so  designed  the  new  building  that  future  expansion  is 
available  readily.  The  corridors  run  in  such  a  manner  that 
an  addition  may  be  erected  extending  towards  Central  street 
and  another  extending  in  the  direction  of  Winter  street.  Such 
forethought  should  take  care  of  two  further  buildings  and 
another  may  be  obtained  by  modernizing  the  front  or  tearing 
it  down  and  erecting  another  building  on  its  location.  The 
committee  also  gives  into  the  care  of  the  Town  a  plan  drawn 
by  Mr.  Eastman  showing  these  first  two  possibilities. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  wishes  to  express  its  thanks 
to  all  who  have  so  graciously  extended  it  aid  in  the  past.  It 
wishes  to  particularly  thank  Vernon  W.  Evans,  superintendent 
of  schools,  whose  advice  and  keen  perception  of  the  town's 
needs  has  been  of  great  value.  To  all  members  of  the  school 
committee,  to  the  superintendent  of  public  works,  who  aided 
in  grading  Hie  grounds  about  the  building,  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  to  all  town  officials  and  citizens  whose  aid  was  at 
all  times  available  at  request,  the  committee  wishes  to  express 
its  deepest  appreciation. 

Serving  upon  this  committee  and  assistsing  in  bringing  the 
children  of  Saugus  a  building  worthy  of  their  future  and  the 
future  of  the  State  and  Nation  has  been  to  the  members  of 
your  committee  not  a  burden  but  a  most  welcome  opportunity 
for  service.  For  this  opportunity,  we  desire  to  express  to  the 
members  of  the  limited  town  meeting,  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town,  and  to  the  moderator  of  this  municipal  assembly,  our 
deepest  thanks.

RESOLUTIONS 

Whereas,  it  is  the  constitutional  perogative  of  all  American 
citizens  justifiably  aggrieved  at  the  action  of  their  public 
officials  to  present  public  resolutions  and  petitions  of  censure, 
and;  whereas  this  right  is  not  only  guaranteed  by  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  but  hallowed  and  revered  as  the 
essence  of  the  Democratic  form  of  government  under  which 
we  abide. 

And  whereas,  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives, 
hearing  the  petition  of  Frederick  B.  Willis  of  Saugus  that  he 
had  reason  to  believe  that  he  had  been  elected  a  Representa- 
tive to  the  General  Court  from  the  10th  Essex  District,  did 
refer  the  same  for  hearing  to  the  House  Committee  on  Elec- 
tions. 

And  whereas,  said  committee  also,  on  the  petition  of  James 
M.  McElroy  of  Lynn,  who  was  seated  as  a  result  of  a  recount, 
did  recount  in  executive  session  all  of  the  votes  cast  for  Repre- 
sentative in  the  10th  Essex  Distsrict. 

And  whereas,  said  committee,  by  unanimous  vote,  did 
present  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  following  its  recount, 
the  following  resolution: 

'That  Frederick  Bancroft  Willis  of  Saugus  was  duly  elected 
one  of  the  Representatives  of  the  General  Court  from  the  10th 
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Essex  District  at  the  election  held  on  November  6,  1934,  and 
that  he  is  entitled  to  and  is  hereby  given  the  seat  now  oc- 
cupied by  James  M.  McElroy." 

And  whereas,  this  report  was  signed  by  the  entire  seven 
members  of  the  Committee,  consisting  of  four  Republicans 
and  three  Democrats,  and  they  found  that  Mr.  Willis  had  51 
votes  in  excess  of  that  given  to  Mr.  McElroy  of  Lynn. 

And  whereas,  the  House  of  Representatives,  casting  aside 
those  principles  of  Democratic  government  for  which  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  has  long  been  proud  and  ignoring  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  people  of  the  10th  Essex  District, 
did  vote  117  to  115  to  reject  the  report  of  the  Committee  and 
to  refuse  to  seat  the  chosen  delegate  of  the  people,  and  did, 
on  the  following  day,  refuse  to  reconsider  their  arbitary  and 
unprecedented  action  by  a  vote  of  116  to  116. 

We,  therefore,  the  members  of  the  Saugus  Limited  Town 
Meeting,  being  duly  called  in  special  session,  and  being  citizens 
and  voters  of  the  Town  of  Saugus  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  do  express  our  censure  of  the  highhanded 
political  chicanery  by  which  certain  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  so-called,  sitting  for  this  Commonwealth, 
did  flout  the  wishes  and  expressed  desires  of  the  voters  of 
the  10th  Essex  Representative  District. 

We  feel  that  they  have  attacked  the  most  essential  right  of

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  returning  herewith  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  of  Saugus 
submitted  by  you  April  30  with  the  action  of  the  Attorney 
General  noted  thereon. 

The  town  has  no  authority  to  pass  a  by-law  of  this  nature 
in  the  absence  of  an  enabling  statute.  The  licensing  and 
keeping  of  dogs  is  wholly  controlled  by  statute,  see  General 
Laws  Chapter  140,  Sections  137  to  175.  This  chapter  imposes 
a  mandatory  duty  upon  an  owner  or  a  keeper  of  a  dog  three 
months  of  age  to  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  describ- 
ed, licensed  and  collared.  The  power  of  the  cities  and  towns 
is  apparently  limited  to  requiring  dogs  to  be  restrained  or 
muzzled,  see  Section  167.  There  is  no  law  authorizing  towns 
to  require  dogs  to  be  vaccinated  against  rabies  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  obtaining  a  license.

We  deeply  regret  that  this  unexpected  and  un- 
foreseen accident  prevented  the  fulfillment  of  Chief  Joy's 
ambition  which  was  to  serve  50  years  as  a  fireman. 

"Chief  Joy's  code  of  life  was  a  rigid  one,  he  was  exacting 
in  discipline,  and  in  the  enforcement  of  fire  laws,  yet  respected 
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by  all.  He  was  &  man  of  courage,  never  hesitating  to  be  the 
first  one  in  at  a  fire,  and  it  was  this  characteristic  that  brought 
about  the  circumstance  that  caused  his  death.  That  he  stood 
high  in  the  Organization  of  Fire  Chiefs  of  New  England,  was 
attested  to  by  the  great  number  of  Fire  Chiefs  from  all  over 
New  England  who  attended  his  funeral.

nished by  the  Federal  government;  and  further  provided  that 
before  any  work  is  done  on  any  street  or  way  which  is  un- 
accepted, all  the  abutters  on  such  street  or  way  shall  sign 
sufficient  releases  of  all  claims  of  any  nature  against  the  Town 
arising  from  or  incidental  to  the  performance  of  the  work 
above  described,  and  that  a  committee  of  six  citizens,  to  con- 
sist of  the  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  three 
citizens  to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator,  be  appointed  to 
advise  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  carrying  out  of 
this  project.    Yeas  144.     Nays  0.     8:45  P.  M.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Saugus  for  the  period  from  January 
1,  1932  to  September  15,  1934,  and  submit  the  following  re- 
port thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and 
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compared  with  the  books  and  records  in  the  offices  of  the  ac- 
countant and  the  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  in 
the  several  departments  making  the  original  charges.  The 
disbursements  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the 
payments  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  books.  The  recorded 
appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the  town  were  verified 
by  a  comparison  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meet- 
ings. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  checked  and  analyzed,  the  neces- 
sary correcting  and  adjusting  entries  were  determined,  a  trial 
balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  as  of  September  15,  1934. 

No  improvement  since  the  last  audit  was  found  in  the  con- 
dition of  the  accountant's  ledger,  it  having  been  again  neces- 
sary to  check  postings  of  receipts  and  payments  in  order  to 
locate  differences  and  to  bring  the  ledger  into  balance. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  collector's  records  of  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer,  with  the  records  in  the  several  depart- 
ments in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town,  and  with 
the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury.  The  recorded  disbursements  were  compared  with 
the  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds 
and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  the  cash  balance  on 
^September  15,  1934,  was  proved  by  a  count  of  the  cash  in  the 
office  and  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  accounts  with  state- 
i  ments  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

All  disbursements  by  the  treasurer  should  be  made  on  auth- 
ority of  properly  approved  treasury  warrants  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Sections  52  and  56,  Chapter  41,  General 
Laws. 
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The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securi- 
ties and  coupons  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investments  of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved 
and  the  withdrawals  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked  with  the  deeds  on  file.  The  amounts  added  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector's  records, 
the  reported  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  receipts  as 
recorded  on  the  treasurer's  books,  the  foreclosures  and  dis- 
claimers were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed. 

Under  the  present  method  of  keeping  the  tax  title  account, 
it  is  difficult  to  follow  the  various  transactions  affecting  this 
account.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  appended  balance  sheet, 
this  account  is  in  excess  of  $200,000  and  the  proper  account- 
ing of  such  a  large  amount  is  essential. 

The  accounts  of  the  collector  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  taxes,  assessments,  and  water  rates  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were  audited  and  all 
subsequent  commitments  were  analyzed  and  proved.  The  re- 
corded collections  were  checked  in  detail  to  the  commitment 
lists,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements  were 
proved  with  the  records  in  the  departments  authorized  to 
grant  abatements,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed. 

The  outstsanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices 
to  many  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that 
the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  collector's  cash  balance  on  September  15,  1934,  was 
verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  determined  effort  be  made  to 
collect  the  water  accounts  which  have  been  outstanding  for 
several  years.  Water  liens  should  be  recorded  promptly  in 
order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  town. 
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The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  from  dog  and  sporting 
licenses,  marriage  permits,  and  recording  fees  were  checked 
with  the  office  records.  The  payments  to  the  county  and  town 
treasurers  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were 
verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  board  of 
selectmen  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed, 
and  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  the  building,  plumbing,  and 
milk  inspectors,  as  well  as  from  the  police,  fire,  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  health,  public  welfare,  old  age  assist- 
ance, town  infirmary,  school  and  cemetery  departments,  were 
examined  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the 
collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  depart- 
mental, and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the 
trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  and  the  assistance  rendered 
by  the  several  town  officials  during  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus : 

The  past  year  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one  for  the  Board 
of  Assessors;  owing  to  the  declining  real  estate  values  and 
the  large  increases  in  our  budget  due  to  Welfare  Relief 
Agencies,  it  was  an  exceedingly  difficult  task  to  keep  our  tax 
rate  down  to  the  low  rate  that  has  been  maintained  during  the 
past  three  years. 

We  were,  however,  pleased  to  be  able  to  announce  a  rate  of 
$31.75  which  was  one  of  the  lowest  of  any  city  or  town  in 
the  state. 

In  view  of  the  terrible  depression  which  we  have  gone 
through  during  the  past  five  years  we  feel  that  we  should  be 
justly  proud  of  the  record  which  we  have  maintained  in 
keeping  our  rate  at  so  low  a  figure.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


Charity  Department 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus: 

Your  Board  of  Public  Welfare  herewith  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1935. 

Our  appropriation  of  $60,000  at  the  regular  Town  Meeting 
and  later  reduced  to  $55,000  by  the  Massachusetts  Emergency 
Finance  Board  was  augmented  at  a  special  town  meeting  by 
$18,000  making  a  total  of  $73,000  appropriated  for  the  year. 
Fortunately  this  was  sufficient  to  meet  all  obligations  of  the 
Board  on  all  bills  rendered  up  to  December  31st,  1935. 

A  surplus  of  $11,603.33  unspent  has  been  returned  to  the 
Town  Treasury. 

During  the  year  1935  Saugus  has  received  from  other  cities 
and  towns  and  the  State  a  total  of  $24,033.11. 

At  the  present  time  our  weekly  pay  roll  for  Mother's  Aid 
recipients  is  $43.00  per  week,  a  total  of  $2,315.30  for  the  year. 
Our  pay  roll  for  Old  Age  Assistance  which  is  now  a  very  sub- 
stantial item  in  our  expenditures,  for  the  year  was  $24,483.08, 
an  average  weekly  .  expenditure  of  over  $470.00.  Both  the 
Mother's  Aid  and  the  Old  Age  Assistance  pay  rolls  are  items 
which  have  a  tendency  to  increase  rather  than  to  decrease. 

Our  experience  this  past  year  has,  in  common  with  other 
cities  and  towns  to  say  the  least,  been  very  perplexing.  Quite 
a  number  of  our  people  have  had  intermittent  work  on  the  E. 
R.  A.  and  the  result  was  that  your  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
had  to  augment  these  small  earnings  considerably,  especially 
in  cases  where  there  was  sickness  and  large  families. 

When  the  W.  P.  A.  started  in  town  we  had  hoped  that  people 
engaged  on  the  Projects  would  become  self-supporting  but  the 
irregularity  with  which  the  men  and  women  have  been  paid 
has  added  a  heavy  burden  to  this  Department.    We  sincerely 
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trust  that  in  the  near  future  some  system  of  regular  pay-days 
can  be  inaugurated,  for  until  that  is  accomplished  the  de- 
mands on  this  Department  for  additional  aid  to  carry  them 
over  will  be  considerable.  The  inability  of  the  W.  P.  A.  to 
absorb  all  of  our  people  who  were  on  the  E.  R.  A.  has  con- 
siderably added  to  our  expenditures. 

We  have  sent  to  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  this  year 
(62)  sixty-two  boys  from  families  now  or  formerly  on  relief 
and  in  a  great  many  cases  this  enabled  the  families  from 
which  they  came  to  be  self-sustaining. 

We  have  done  our  utmost  to  lighten  the  burden  of  the  tax 
payers  by  co-operating  with  other  Departments  in  the  town 
in-so-much  that  the  following  is  a  list  of  days  of  work  per- 
formed in  the  several  departments  by  the  recipients  of  aid:

A  year  ago  the  Commissary  for  Federal  Commodities  and 
Clothing  was  located  in  a  store  on  Central  Street.  This  ar- 
rangement has  worked  wonderfully  well  and  it  is  thought  ad- 
visable by  the  Board  to  continue  this  system  at  present. 

Your  Board  of  Public  Welfare  have  endeavoured  to  conduct 
the  Department  in  an  efficient  and  business  like  manner,  keep- 
ing ever  in  mind  our  duty  to  the  applicant  for  assistance,  also 
our  responsibility  to  the  taxpayers. 

To  all  societies  and  individuals  who  have  in  any  way  as- 
sisted the  Department  during  the  year  we  extend  our  grateful 
thanks.

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Report  of  the  Town  Infirmary 


The  total  appropriation  for  the  year  1935  was  $4012.00  in- 
cluding $12.00  refund.  This  unfortunately  was  not  sufficient 
to  carry  us  through  the  year  and  there  is  approximately 
$300.00  unpaid  bills. 

Our  receipts  for  the  year  were  $20.00  from  sale  of  produce. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  (11)  eleven  inmates  at  the 
Infirmary;  at  some  times  during  the  year  we  have  had  as 
many  as  (15)  fifteen. 

Medical  care  and  medicine  has  been  slightly  higher  at  the 
Infirmary  than  in  previous  years,  although  at  the  present 
time  the  inmates  are  in  good  health. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ralph  E.  Whidden  resigned  as  Warden  and 
Matron  during*  the  year  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederick  Sellick 
were  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

We  have  delivered  (131)  one  hundred  thirty-one  loads  of 
wood  which  was  approximately  (39)  thirty-nine  cords.  Un- 
fortunately the  truck  which  we  have  had  at  the  Infirmary 
since  1929  is  now  in  very  poor  condition  and  if  we  hope  to 
deliver  wood  to  Welfare  recipients  thereby  saving  a  large  ex- 
penditure of  this  Department  during  the  spring  and  fall,  it 
will  be  necessary  that  another  truck  be  procured.  We  have 
inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant  at  the  Town  Meeting  asking 
for  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  a  truck.

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Report  of  Investigator  and  Visitor 


WELFARE    DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Saugus,  Mass. 

Gentlemen  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Investigator 
and  Visitor  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

During  the  year  I  have  investigated  three  hundred  and 
fifty-one  temporary  aid  cases.  Of  these  one  hundred  and  nine 
made  application  in  1935.  In  addition  to  the  three  hundred 
and  fifty-one  temporary  aid  cases,  I  have  investigated  and 
visited  one  hundred  and  forty-two  Old  Age  Assistance  cases, 
of  which  nine  are  now  deceased,  four  discontinued  for  various 
reasons  and  five  who  moved  out  of  town.  One  was  conveyed 
to  a  hospital. 

Fifty  four  of  these  made  application  in  1935.  Thirty  of 
these  were  accepted,  nineteen  rejected  and  six  are  pending. 

I  have  conveyed  seventeen  persons  to  various  institutions 
and  hospitals  during  the  year. 

A  number  of  settlement  notices  from  other  cities  and  towns 
were  checked,  and  upon  investigation  several  of  these  were 
found  to  have  no  Saugus  settlement.  Proving  these  non- 
settlement  cases,  meant  a  great  saving  to  the  Town  of  Saugus. 

In  addition  to  Welfare  Work,  we  have  had  a  number  of 
quotas  for  the  C.C.C.  These  were  investigated  and  conveyed 
to  the  Army  Base  in  South  Boston. 

I  have  received  co-operation  from  other  Welfare  Boards 
and  various  organizations,  and  in  turn  have  co-operated  to 
the  best  of  my  ability. 

I  would  like  in  closing  to  thank  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare, 
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and  all  others  who  have  co-operated  with  me  during  the  past 
year.

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Report  of  Public  Library  Trustees 


The  Trustees  of  the  Saugus  Public  Library  submit  their 
annual  report: 

During  the  year  the  membership  of  the  Library  Trustees 
was  materially  changed. 

The  death  of  John  Husler  removed  one  who  had  been  a 
member  since  1916,  who  was  on  the  building  committee  for 
the  new  library  and  for  the  addition.  He  took  much'  interest 
in  the  library  and  is  greatly  missed. 

The  removal  from  town  of  Augustus  B.  Tripp  made  an- 
other vacancy.  Mr.  Tripp  by  education  and  knowledge  of 
library  work  gave  much  help  to  the  board  in  the  various 
problems  that  arose. 

We  were  able  by  strict  economy  to  buy  more  books  this 
year  and  have  more  rebound  than  in  the  previous  year.* 

A  number  of  people  have  given  to  the  library  books  for 
which  they  had  no  further  use  and  in  that  way  helped  us 
add  books  which  otherwise  must  have  been  purchased  from 
our  book  appropriation. 

Necessary  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  back  entrance  and 
the  coal  bin  and  the  building  was  painted  by  the  E.  R.  A. 

If  our  appropriation  is  sufficient  we  hope  to  have  the 
Historical  Room  opened  at  various  times  supervised  by  an 
attendant,  so  that  articles  loaned  or  given  by  citizens  can  be 
seen  and  enjoyed  by  the  townspeople.  There  is  a  wealth  of 
material  in  town  which  might  be  put  on  exhibition  to  create 
an  interest  in  the  early  history  of  the  town.

Report  of  Public  Works  Department 


To  the  Honorable.  Hoard  of  Selectmen, 
Town  of  Saugus,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen  : 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935. 

Highway  Division 
The  year  1935  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  department. 
Approximately  50  c'<    of  the  regular  working  hours  has  been 
devoted  to  E.R.A.  and  W.P.A.,  thus  allowing  very  little  time 
for  maintenance  and  repair  work. 

Street  Signs 

There  were  36  new  permanent  type  street  signs  placed  last 
year. 

Labor 
We  received  very  little  aid  from  the  Welfare  Department 
in  the  way  of  labor. 

Snow  Removal 
The  winter  of  1934  and  1935  was  another  good  old  fashioned 
New  England  winter  with  plenty  of  snow  and  the  cold  weather 
to  go  with  it.  Every  member  of  the  Department  was  on  the 
job  doing  his  share,  day  and  night.  We  still  have  our  old 
fashioned  pusher  type  plow^s  that  should  be  turned  in  for 
modern  ones.  Our  5  ton  tractor  with  plow  came  in  for  a  lot 
of  work  when  the  truck  plows  with  old  blades  were  at  a  stand- 
still. On  one  storm,  the  tractor  started  on  Thursday  night 
at  8  o'clock,  and  operated  continuously  through  to  Monday  at 
6  P.  M.  If  our  trucks  had  had  the  modern  plows  our  work 
would  have  been  much  easier.

Cleaning  Squares 
This  work  was  carried  on  in  1935  giving  clean,  presentable 
squares.     This  work  is  done  at  night,  owing  to  traffic  condi- 
tions. 

Greens 
The  department  has  four  greens,  Saugus  Centre,  East  Sau- 
gus,  Cliftondale  and  West  Cliftondale.  These  greens  have 
been  mowed  and  trimmed  when  necessary.  The  flower  beds 
have  been  made  as  attractive  as  possible  with  the  limited 
means  for  this  work.  All  greens  are  greatly  in  need  of  fer- 
tilizer. 

Ash  Department 

This  work  has  been  greatly  increased  because  of  additional 
territory.  A  new  truck  was  purchased  for  this  department 
in  1935  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  destroyed  in  the  fire. 

During  the  fall,  winter,  and  spring  months  the  collections 
are  so  heavy  that  it  is  necessary  at  times  to  put  on  a  second 
truck  which  is  manned  by  Highway  Department  men.  This 
year  it  was  found  necessary  to  put  up  a  fence  to  enclose  the 
dump  at  the  Cliftondale  Playground.  All  future  dumps  must 
be  enclosed.  These  dumps  are  kept  level,  and!  in  good  condi- 
tion by  the  ash  department  men,  thereby  causing  additional 
expense.  It  now  takes  25%  more  time  to  do  this  work,  which 
necessitates  an  increase  in  appropriation. 

Very  few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

State  Bond  Issue 
Approximately  $2500  of  the  money  granted  for  the  State 
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Bond  Issue  has  been  used  on  the  streets.     Work  was  carried 
on  on: 

Central  Street  Essex  Street 

Ballard  Street  Elm  Street 

Lincoln  Avenue  Chestnut  Street 

Main  Street 
The  money  was  used  for  labor,  gravel,  asphalt,  tar,  and 
sand  and  stone  for  covering.     Trucks,  steam  roller,  tractor 
and  scraper,  miscellaneous  tools  and  supervision  were  fur- 
nished by  the  town. 

Water  Mains 

Most  of  the  main  breaks  in  1935  were  caused  by  the  turning 
on  of  the  high  pressure  water  system. 

The  town  still  has  the  big  problem  of  old  cement  water 
mains.  A  start  should  be  made  at  once  to  replace  a  certain 
amount  each  year.  Water  main  breaks  are  increasing  yearly, 
owing  to  the  condition  of  the  cement  water  mains. 

The  foreman,  Ernest  B.  Swett,  who  does  all  the  blasting  for 
the  Water  Department,  the  E.R.A.  and  W.P.A.,  blasted  910 
holes,  using  973  sticks  of  dynamite.  Thirty  hydrants  were 
frozen  and  thawed  during  the  year.  The  water  mains  at  the 
corner  of  Taylor  and  Central  Streets  were  connected.

Report  on  Rebuilding  Public  Works  Garage  and  Remodeling 

Old  Fire  Station 

On  October  21,  1935,  the  Town  Meeting  appropriated 
$5000.00  for  this  work.  The  project  was  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  John  W.  White,  Inspector  of  Build- 
ings, and  Dexter  G.  Pratt,  Superintendent  of  Public  Works. 
They  in  turn  appointed  Arthur  E.  Gustafson  as  general  fore- 
man to  supervise  construction. 

Numerous  changes  were  made  from  the  original  building, 
adding  greatly  to  the  structural  strength  and  practicability  of 
said  building.  An  automatic  oil  burner  was  installed  and  160 
feet  of  radiation  was  added.  Additional  space  was  provided 
for  our  repair  shop  and  larger  amount  of  storage  space  was 
provided.  Steel  columns  were  placed  at  bearing  points  of 
roof  beams,  and  all  new  and  original  equipment  was  used. 
All  local  help  was  employed  and  the  Union  rate  of  wages  was 
paid  in  every  instance.  Extra  electrical  outlets  were  installed, 
and  a  central  control  board  was  put  in. 

The  old  fire  station  building  was  remodeled,  making  an  office 
for  the  Public  Works  Department.  A  repair  shop  for  the 
Water  Department,  and  a  large  drafting  room  for  the  En- 
gineering Department  are  also  located  in  this  building. 

A  transfer  of  $300.00  was  added  to  the  original  appropria- 
tion to  complete  the  work.  All  work  was  performed  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  and  the  best  of  materials  was  used. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  say  that  we  feel  that  the  taxpayers 
of  the  Town  of  Saugus  received  dollar  for  dollar  value  and 
many  needy  persons  were  given  gainful  employment.

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Report  of  the  Harbor  Master 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen  : — I  wish  to  submit  the  second  annual  report 
of  the  Harbor  Master  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935. 

Yachts  and  motor  boats  given  assistance  in  distress  and 
towed  to  a  safe  anchorage,  five  (5)  ;  removed  from  mid- 
channel,  four  (4)  ;  unregistered  boats  reported  missing, 
three  (3)  ;  unregistered  boats  recovered  and  returned  to 
owners,  one  (1)  ;  owners  of  waterfront  property  ordered  to 
stop  dumping  into  tidewater,  two  (2)  ;  duly  registered  boats 
assigned  to  an  anchorage,  fifteen  (15).  Twenty-four  hun- 
dred (2400)  miles  were  covered  by  motor  boat  for  regular 
and  patrol  work. 

Two  cases  of  dumping  into  tidewater  by  the  property  own- 
ers were  disposed  of  as  follows:  one  case  was  settled  by  the 
Public  Works  Department  of  Massachusetts;  the  other  case 
which  was  filed  with  the  Attorney  General  more  than  two 
years  ago,  was  again  given  to  the  present  Attorney  General 
for  immediate  action. 

The  result  of  a  hearing  on  better  drawbridge  service  by 
the  War  Department  Engineers  affected  only  one  bridge;  an 
effort  will  be  made  this  year  to  have  the  service  improved 
on  all  drawbridges. 

One  new  spar  buoy  was  placed  in  the  Saugus  River  at  the 
Point  of  Pines  as  an  aid  to  navigation  by  the  Supt.  of  Light- 
houses as  requested.  Lobster  Rock  near  the  General 
Edwards  Bridge  was  removed  by  the  Public  Works  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

An  E.R.A.  project  for  the  elimination  of  obstacles  in  the 
Saugus  River  was  successfully  conducted  for  three  months 
until  discontinued.  Much  necessary  work  was  accomplished 
on  this  project  recommended  by  the  War  Department  and 
Public  Works  Department  of  Massachusetts,  and  much  more 
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work  of  the  same  nature  should  be  undertaken. 

As  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for  this  department  all 
expenses  and  bills  have  been  paid  by  the  harbor  master. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  all  others  who  by  their  cooperation  aided  me 
during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioner 


The  Commissioners  point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  this  year  lived  well  within  our  appropriation  of  $8000, 
including  a  new  truck.  The  receipts  exceeded  $10,000  for 
the  year,  and  we  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $8000 
for  the  year  1936. 

The  E.  R.  A.  again  furnished  us  with  a  number  of  good 
workers,  which  enabled  us  to  lay  over  9700  running  feet  of 
gutters,  with  suitable  catch  basins ;  and  there  was  also  graded 
some  63,000  square  feet  of  ground. 

Thanks  are  due  the  Selectmen  for  their  hearty  co-operation 
in  this  work,  as  well  as  the  Board  of  Public  Worksy  the  Wel- 
fare Board,  and  Rev.  Edward  J.  Carey,  who  deserves  special 
thanks  for  his  co-operation  with  your  Board. 

It  is  the  desire  of  your  Commissioners  that  a  substantial 
fund  for  perpetual  care  be  built  up,  to  eventually  reduce  the 
Town's  expense,  and  to  this  end  all  new  lots  sold  include  per- 
petual care,  and  as  can  be  done,  old  lots  are  being  brought 
into  the  fund. 

Again  an  article  is  being  inserted  in  the  new  Town  Warrant 
for  the  purchase  of  the  Montieth  property  at  a  cost  of  $5500, 
and  we  ask  the  further  co-operation  of  the  Town  Meeting 
members  in  securing  the  only  land  available  for  the  necessary 
extension  of  the  cemetery.  The  Town  by  unanimous  action 
last  year  voted  to  purchase  this  property  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses, appropriating  $5500  for  the  same.  The  item,  however, 
was  disallowed  at  the  State  House,  much  to  our  regret.  Had 
we  been  allowed  to  purchase  the  property  in  1935  in  accor- 
dance with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  i\\  is  likely  we  would  have 
been  able  to  fill  in  and  grade  it  at  small  expense  with  E.R.A. 
assistance,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  this  opportunity  will 
again  occur. 

Estimates  have  been  made  of  the  total  cost  of  the  project, 
if  adopted,  and  the  outside  figure  for  land,  fill,  wall  and  gate 
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is  $12,500.  The  receipts,  based  on  past  experience  over  a 
fifteen-year  period,  will  be  in  excess  of  $100,000.  The  citizens 
can  readily  see  that  this  is  not  only  a  necessity  but  a  profitable 
undertaking  as  well.

It  again  becomes  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  submit  to 
you  my  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Police  Department,  during 
the  year  1935. 

The  department  consists  of  a  Chief,  one  Captain,  ten  pa- 
trolmen, five  reserve  patrolmen  and  thirty-four  special  police 
officers.  Of  the  special  police  officers  there  are  eleven  who 
have  uniforms  and  are  capable  of  doing  police  work  in  emer- 
gencies. There  are  also  six  additional  special  police  officers 
who  are  employed  by  the  City  of  Lynn  as  watchmen  at  the 
Lynn  Water  Supply  in  this  town.

The  total  amount  of  fines  collected  in  the  Saugus  Police 
Court  for  the  year  1935  $3309.  Of  this  amount  the  Town 
o$  Saugus  received  $3124.,  the  County  of  Essex  $55.  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  $130.  From  the  Lynn 
District  Court  the  Town  of  Saugus  received  $1353.  and  this 
is  mostly  from  Operating  under  the  influence  of  liquor  cases. 

Daily  reports  of  officers  show  the  following:  Complaints 
received  and  investigated  1527,  Doors  and  windows  found 
open  and  secured  186,  Stolen  autos  reported  30,  Stolen  autos 
recovered  59,  Articles  reported  as  lost  47,  Articles  reported 
as  recovered  54,  Persons  reported  as  missing  78,  Persons  re- 
ported as  found  68,  Dogs  reported  as  lost  80,  Dogs  reported 
as  found  94,  Responded  to  fires  59,  Conveyed  to  hospitals  125, 
Notified  for  out  of  town  police  and  hospitals  211,  All  others 
380. 

In  the  year  1935,  the  two  automobiles  and  the  combination 
ambulance  and  patrol  were  replaced  with  new  equipment. 
The  motorized  equipment  of  a  police  department  is  a  very 
vital  element,  and  should  be  at  all  times  modern  and  depend- 
able. At  this  time  one  of  these  cars  is  equipped  with  short 
wave  radio  and  when  on  the  road  is  in  constant  touch  with 
the  station,  through  the  medium  of  the  teletype  and  the  State 
Police  at  Framingham.  Regarding  the  motorcycles,  there 
are  two  in  the  department.  One  of  these,  a  1931  machine  is 
no  longer  safe  to  ride.  The  other  a  1934  machine  is  in  good 
condition  and  I  intend  to  use  this  machine  on  a  day  patrol 
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and  in  the  future  use  the  car  on  night  patrol  instead  of  the 
motorcycle. 

I  believe  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  personnel  of 
the  department  should  be  strengthened  by  the  addition  of 
two  men,  One  of  these  men  could  be  used  on  relief  work 
and  the  other  replace  one  of  the  officers  who  have  had  suitable 
experience,  who  would  be  assigned  to  criminal  investigations. 
There  is  considerable  investigations  that  require  the  night 
officers  to  work  during  their  hours  off  and  I  believe  that  a 
man  assigned  to  this  work  would  relieve  this  situation. 

On  December  1,  1935,  our  new  station  was  formally  opened 
and  dedicated.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  conducting  through 
the  building  many  prominent  police  officials  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  They  have  been  loud  in  their  praise  of  the 
fine  layout  and  many  of  them  have  informed  me  that  there 
is  none  better  in  the  State,  which  I  am  sure  that  we;  all  can 
justly  be  proud.  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  building  committee  who  served  with  me, 
without  any  remuneration  or  compensation  to  make  this 
building  a  monument  to  the  forces  who  provide  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  lives  and  property  of  the  community. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  several  Town  Officials  and  a.ll  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  who  by  their  cooperation  and  goodwill  aided  me 
in  maintaining  the  high  degree  of  efficiency  that  the  depart- 
ment ranks.  I  wish  to  thank  Judge  William  E.  Ludden  who 
was  retired  from  office  October  31,  1935,  for  his  help  and 
cooperation  during  this  term  and  his  previous  terms.  I  also 
wish  to  thank  Judge  Charles  E.  Flynn  for  his  cooperation 
during  his  short  term.  I  also  thank  all  the  members  of  the 
department  for  their  part  in  keeping  the  efficiency  of  the  de- 
partment at  a  high  level.

During  1935  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  484  alarms 
and  calls,  for  fires  and  other  duties;  an  increase  of  127  over 
1934.  There  were  133  box  alarms  and  351  telephone  calls, 
26  of  which  were  followed  by  box  alarms  to  call  the  call 
firemen  to  duty.  Fifty-six  of  the  alarms  were  false  or  need- 
less. 
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The  apparatus  traveled  a  total  of  6,656  miles  in  responding 
to  calls:  Engine  #1,  139  miles;  Engine  #2,  1369  miles;  Ladder 
#1.  502  miles.  Hose  #3,  borrowed  from  Lynn  while  Engine 
#1  was  out  of  service  for  repairs,  traveled  68  miles.  The 
Chiefs  car  traveled  1278  miles  in  responding  to  alarms  and 
in  the  performance  of  many  other  duties.

All  the  fire  apparatus,  Engines  #1  and  #2,  and  Ladder  #1, 
are  in  fair  condition;  good  for  several  years  to  come,  provided 
that  they  do  not  meet  with  accidents.  The  Oldsmobile  sedan, 
the  Chief's  car,  is  in  good  condition. 

On  July  31,  1935,  Chief  Mellen  R.  Joy  died  from  injuries 
and  burns  received  July  29,  1935  at  the  Town  of  Saugus' 
Garage  explosion  and  fire. 

Also,  on  July  29,  1935,  Warren  Newhall  and  Norman  T. 
Hull  received  serious  burns  and  injuries  at  the  same  fire. 
At  the  present  time  these  men  are  still  unfit  to  perform  active 
duty. 

The  Fire  Department  has  done  excellent  work  in  keeping 
the  fire  loss  down  to  such  a  small  amount,   (appr.  $78,000) 
when  it  is  noted  that  the  department  must  cover  a  very  large 
territory,  nearly  11 14  square  miles,  and  do  so  with  a  small 
number  of  men  to  man  the  apparatus  and  extinguish  fires. 

In  closing  we  make  the  following  recommendations: 

That  a  fire  alarm  box,  punch  register,  and  a  fire  alarm 
gong  be  installed  in  the  C.C.C.  camp  on  Forest  Street.  The 
camp  has  a  fire  truck,  fully  equipped  for  service,  and  the 
commandant  has  agreed  to  send  it  to  assist  us  at  any  fires 
at  which  we  might  need  help.  If  the  camp  had  the  equip- 
ment listed  above,  it  could  answer  some  of  our  alarms  on 
special  signals. 
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We  recommend  the  installation  of  a  complete,  new,  Fire 
Alarm  system. 

We  recommend  that  two  small  trucks  be  bought  and  put 
into  Fire  Department  service  immediately.  At  the  present 
time  we  are  using  two  very  expensive  pumping  engines  to 
answer  woods  and  grass  fire  alarms.  During  1935  this  ex- 
pensive equipment  responded  to  351  false,  grass,  woods,  auto- 
mobile, inhalator,  and  needless  alarms.  Many  of  these  calls 
necessitate  driving  our  heavy,  costly  apparatus  over  rough 
roads  and  cart-paths,  with  the  constant  danger  of  damage. 
If  we  had  two  small,  inexpensive  trucks  with  which  to  answer 
such  calls  as  are  known  not  to  require  the  service  of  a  big 
pump,  (and  most  of  the  telephone  calls  are  of  this  nature) 
the  consequent  saving  in  wear  and  tear  on  the  big  machines 
would  more  than  pay  for  the  small  ones. 

We  recommend  that  Engine#2,  the  Mack  pump,  be  painted. 

We  recommend  a  program  calling  for  the  installation  of 
new  hydrants  every  year;  those  we  have  are  too  few  and 
far  between. 

We  recommend  the  taking  of  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  Clif- 
tondale  section  of  the  town  as  a  site  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  fire  station. 

We  recommend  the  appointment  of  four  permanent  men 
and  ten  call  men.  The  work  of  the  department  has  increased 
greatly  during  the  past  few  years.  Many  times  the  appa- 
ratus goes  out  without  sufficient  men  to  operate  it  properly. 

We  recommend  that  1,000  feet  of  2%  inch  hose,  1,000  feet 
of  IV2  inch  hose,  and  500  feet  of  %  inch  hose  be  purchased. 

We  recommend  that  a  fire  alarm  box  be  installed  at  the 
town  infirmary. 

We  recommend  that  two  hydrants  be  installed  on  Walnut 
street  between  Elm  street  and  the  Lynn  line,  a  distance  of 
2,200  feet  or  nearly  one  half  a  mile,  which  now  has  no  hy- 
drants. We  also  recommend  that  one  hydrant  be  installed 
on  Vine  street  between  Main  street  and  68  Vine  street,  a 
distance  of  1880  feet,  now  without  a  hydrant. 

We  recommend1  fire  prevention  as  the  best  means  of  reduc- 
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ing  the  great  loss  of  life  and  property  from  fire.  Be  your 
own  fire  inspector;  inspect  your  home  from  cellar  to  attic 
and  remove  all  materials  and  rubbish  that  might  cause  fire 
or  constitute  a  fire  hazard. 

Familiarize  yourself  with  the  location  and  workings  of  the 
nearest  fire  alarm  box  to  your  home  and  place  of  business. 

In  case  of  fire,  go  to  the  nearest  box,  open  the  door,  and 
pull  down  the  hook  on  the  inside  door.  If  possible,  wait  at 
the  box  to  direct  firemen  and  apparatus  to  the  fire. 

Keep  your  premises  clean  and  free  from  rubbish. 

Keep  halls,  stairways,  and  exits  to  fire-escapes  free  from 
obstructions. 

Put  ashes,  oily  or  inflammable  materials  into  metal  recep- 
tacles with  metal  tops. 

Be  careful  in  the  use  of  lighted  matches,  candles,  and  cigar 
and  cigarette  stubs. 

Never  use  open  flame  in  thawing  frozen  water  pipes;  wrap 
cloths  around  them  and  pour  hot  water  over  them.  Any 
flame  is  likely  to  start  a  fire. 

Never  sound  false  alarms.  There  is  a  heavy  fine  and  im- 
prisonment for  this  offense  or  for  interfering  or  tampering 
with  the  fire  alarm  system  in  any  way.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen;  Board  of  Fire  Engi- 
neers and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus: 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  Division  during  1935. 

The  entire  line  has  been  rebuilt  from  Washington  Square 
toward  the  Lynn  Line  due  to  the  worn  out  condition  of  the 
line  previously  in  use  in  that  area.  Due  to  discontinuance  of 
the  street  cars  in  North  Saugus  the  line  from  Walnut  Street 
at  Cleveland  Avenue  to  Walnut  near  Central  Street  and 
Hawkes  Corner  to  Corbetts  Corner  was  rebuilt  using  poles  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  street. 

A  new  central  Fire  Station  was  wired  and  equipped,  some 
of  the  equipment  being  loaned  until  such  time  as  the  town 
wishes  to  authorize  a  new  system. 

The  records  show  only  one  outside  line  failure  during  1935. 
This  was  directly  due  to  a  falling  limb  of  such  size  that  no 
wire  would  withstand  it. 

One  new  box  was  purchased  and  placed  at  Robin  and  Oriole 
Streets. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  and  is  being  made  to  have  our 
fire  alarm  system  so  equipped  and  maintained  that  we  can 
rely  upon  it  and  request  a  better  rating  from  the  Insurance 
Underwriters.  Much  needs  to  be  done  and  equipment 
changed  which  is  far  beyond  our  financial  reach  to  do. 

Transportation  is  a  very  weak  spot  as  all  work  requiring 
any  volume  of  material  has  to  be  arranged  to  meet  transpor- 
tation borrowed  from  other  departments.  The  Superintend- 
ent's personal  car  has  been  used  to  a  great  extent  but  cannot 
be  used  to  carry  heavy,  bulky  articles.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


Saugus,  Mass.,  January  1,  1936. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen  : 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Forest  Fire 
Warden  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935. 

During  the  year  1935,  there  were  87  brush  fires,  13  grass 
fires,  as  against  97  brush  fires  and  wood  fires,  and  29  grass 
fires  in  the  year  1934. 

On  July  31,  1935,  Chief  Mellen  R.  Joy  died  from  injuries 
and  burns  received  at  the  town  garage  fire  and  explosion,  and 
since  that  time  I  have  been  acting  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

During  the  year  the  following  amount  of  hose  was  laid  and 
used  at  brush,  wood  and  grass  fires,  20,500  feet  %  inch  hose, 
12,000  feet  1  inch  hose,  8,750  feet  1%  inch  hose,  1,700  feet 
21/2  inch  hose,  a  total  of  42,950  feet. 

I  recommend  that  the  Town  purchase  12  water  pump  cans, 
brush  fire  brooms,  rakes,  shovels,  etc.  for  the  extinguishing 
of  grass  and  wood  fires  as  this  type  of  equipment  is  in  a  very 
poor  condition.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  in  reviewing  the  events  of  the 
past  year  are  greatly  pleased  at  the  advance  which  has  been 
made  in  the  general  municipal  welfare,  but  on  the  other 
hand  are  greatly  disturbed  over  many  of  our  citizens  who 
are  still  unemployed. 

The  one  great  problem  today  is  to  take  care  of  the  needy 
and  this  is  our  aim  and  desire.  The  last  5  years  have  been 
very  hard  years  for  all  public  officials,  and  we  have  tried  to 
keep  the  municipal  expenditures  down  to  help  the  taxpayer 
and  also  have  worked  unceasingly  to  aid  our  unfortunate 
neighbor  who  through  no  fault  of  his  own  needs  assistance. 
Through  the  C.W.A.,  the  E.R.A.  and  now  into  the  W.P.A. 
your  board  has  worked  long  and  diligently  on  all  problems 
that  have  arisen  on  each  type  of  relief. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
picking  of  men  to  work  on  the  E.R.A.  or  the  W.P.A.  Under 
the  W.P.A.  they  are  assigned  from  Salem  after  registering 
for  such  work  at  an  employment  office.  However  during  the 
past  year,  by  means  of  the  Federal  Government  funds,  we 
have  been  able  to  repair  many  accepted  streets,  build  some 
good  granolithic  sidewalks,  lay  some  much  needed  drains  in 
different  sections  of  our  town  and  many  other  projects  have 
been  completed.  We  kindly  ask  you  to  read  report  of  Dept 
of  Public  Works  and  you  will  find  the  complete  record  of  all 
accomplishments  during  year  1935. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  in  the  early  Fall  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  advise  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  repair  unaccepted  streets  in  the  town.  A  project  was 
drawn  up  by  the  advisory  committee,  promptly  signed  by  the 
selectmen  and  submitted  to  Salem  for  approval;  it  was  re- 
turned by  the  engineers  at  Salem,  because  no  work  can  be 
done  on  unaccepted  streets. 
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However  a  project  to  do  engineering  work  on  our  streets 
was  promptly  signed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  has  been 
approved  and  work  has  started. 

We  are  all  pleased  that  this  was  above  the  town's  quota  of 
364  workmen  and  therefore  no  local  person  will  lose  his  job 
because  of  this  additional  project  granted  our  town. 

We  have  projects  approved  and  submitted  for  approval 
to  take  care  of  these  364  men  and  women. 

We  have  worked  for  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  of  Saugus  during  the  past  year  and  we  wish  to 
thank  everyone  for  the  cooperation  they  have  given  us  during 
the  past  12  months. 


Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals 

December  31st,  1935. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Saugus,  Mass. 

Gentlemen  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Animal  Inspector  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1935. 

I  have  inspected  all  dairy  animals  and  the  places  in  which 
they  are  kept.  In  most  of  the  places  I  have  found  that  the 
cattle  were  in  a  very  healthy  condition.  The  housing  condi- 
tions except  in  a  few  instances  were  very  good.  I  found  six 
places  in  which  housing  and  sanitary  conditions  were  poor.  I 
ordered  these  places  cleaned  up,  which  was  done. 

Tubercular  tests  of  cows  have  been  made  at  various  times 
with  very  excellent  results.  Throughout  the  entire  year  there 
has  been  but  six  reactors.  These  cows  were  condemned  by 
the  State  Department  of  Live  Stock  Disease  Control  and  the 
barns  and  tie-ups  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

I  have  inspected  all  places  in  town  where  swine  are  kept. 
A  few  of  these  were  in  a  very  unsanitary  condition,  but  with 
helpful  cooperation  by  the  Board  of  Health  the  situation  was 
remedied. 
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I  have  inspected  the  following  number  of  animals: 

Cattle    328  Sheep   6 

Swine   2140  Goats    13 

I  have  inspected  and  stamped  as  fit  for  food  the  following: 
Swine 14 

This  year  there  were  132  dogs  placed  in  quarantine  by  me 
on  reports  of  their  having  bitten  people.  In  connection  with 
this  quarantine  1  have  made  270  calls  to  observe  their  condi- 
tion. There  were  two  cases  of  positive  rabies  during  the  year. 
Many  people  in  town  have  been  bitten  by  unknown  or  stray 
dogs.  In  every  case  where  this  has  happened  I  have  recom- 
mended that  they  take  the  Anti-Rabic  Vaccine. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  gentlemen  for  your  cooperation  and 
helpfulness  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


December  31,  1935. 

This  department  consists  of  two  physicians,  Dr.  Myron  H. 
Davis  and  Dr.  James  A.  Clark  and  a  Master  plumber, 
Richard  J.  Spencer.  The  physicians  take  care  of  all  medical 
cases  and  the  Chairman  all  unsanitary  complaints. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  this  department  for  the  year 
1935  was  $10,000.  The  expenses  amounted  to  $11,050.00. 
The  difference  will  have  to  be  taken  care  of  by  Unpaid  Bills., 
We  cannot  estimate  the  amount  of  tuberculosis  patients  that 
have  to  be  taken  care  of  from  year  to  year.  We  had  an 
average  of  twelve  for  the  year  1935  in  Essex  Sanatorium  and 
six  in  North  Reading  and  Lakeville  Sanatoriums.  Our 
amount  expended  for  Contagious  Hospital  cases,  including 
medicine  and  board  has  tripled  the  amount  of  the  previous 
year. 

This  year  the  Board  advertised  for  bids  for  the  collection 
of  garbage.  We  received  approximately  eighteen  bids.  The 
Board  carefully  took  into  consideration  the  qualifications  and 
equipment  of  each  respective  bidder  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town  and  awarded  the  contract  with  the  filing  of  a  surety 
bond  for  the  sum  of  $2949.00  per  year  from  March  1,  1935 
to  December  31,  1937,  to  Anesty  Nekole  of  Forest  Street, 
Saugus,  who  is  doing  very  efficient  work.  We  hope  that  the 
people  of  the  Town  will  cooperate  with  him  and  our  Board 
by  having  suitable  covered  containers  easily  ascessible  for 
the  collection  of  garbage. 

The  Board  has  had  many  complaints  of  unsanitary  con- 
ditions. The  condition  along  the  banks  of  the  Saugus  river 
with  respect  to  clam  shells  being  left  there  to  contaminate 
especially  in  the  summer  has  been  stopped.  If  this  practice 
is  resumed  more  drastic  action  shall  be  made  necessary.  The 
dumping  of  garbage  in  dumps  has  been  curtailed  where  it  has 
become  known  to  the  Board. 
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The  Board  has  also  received  numerous  complaints  of 
cesspools  overflowing.  These  have  been  thoroughly  investi- 
gated and  adjusted  satisfactorily.  These  complaints  are 
increasing  every  year.  The  Board  unanimously  recommends 
the  construction  of  the  sewerage  system  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Board  sponsored  a  W.  P.  A.  project  for  a  sanitary 
survey  of  the  Town  of  Saugus.  The  statistics  obtained  from 
this  survey  would  be  of  vital  importance  to  the  Board  in 
formulating  new  sanitary  rules  and  regulations;  also  to 
determine  the  source  of  domestic  water  supplies  and  sanitary 
disposal  of  all  the  sewerage  and  wastes.  This  would  be 
beneficial  in  obtaining  general  information  as  to  the  other 
sanitary  conditions  also  as  well  as  help  relieve  some  of  the 
unemployment  in  the  Town.

Public  Health  Nurse 

One  progressive  step  for  the  town  of  Saugus  this  year 
would  be  the  appointment  of  a  Public  Health  Nurse. 

The  total  amount  of  good  received  from  the  $1300  expense 
would  approximate  $6,000. 

Considering  the  vast  field  undertaken  by  a  public  Health 
Nurse,  it  seems  incredible  that  in  a  community  of  16,000 
people  we  find  no  such  employee  to  whom  the  people  could 
apply  for  relief  in  sickness. 

Countless  cases  can  be  detected,  followed  up,  and  diseases 
cured  or  prevented  if  we  have  a  nurse  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep 
the  people  active  and  healthy. 

All  lost  time  whether  from  school  or  work,  means  a  hard- 
ship or  financial  loss  to  many  who  can  ill  afford  it.  In  houses 
wiiere  a  doctor  is  not  called  because  of  finances,  a  Public 
Health  Nurse  on  call  is  able  to  report  and  watch  questionable 
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cases,  to  the  advantage  of  the  whole  community.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk 

December  31st,  1935. 
Board  of  Health, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Gentlemen  : — 

This  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  milk 
dealers  serving  Saugus.  A  careful  survey  of  the  dairies  and 
processing  plants  has  shown  an  improvement  in  both  equip- 
ment and  methods.  There  has  been  a  few  exceptions  indi- 
cated by  occasional  increases  of  bacteria  in  some  samples. 
This  condition  is  usually  caused  by  carelessness  in  sterilization 
of  equipment  and  bottles.  I  have  cooperated  with  the  dealers 
to  the  end  that  this  situation  could  be  immediately  corrected. 
Results  have  been  achieved  for  the  mutual  benefit  and  safety 
of  the  Townspeople  and  the  dealers. 

It  is  impossible  to  over-emphasize  the  importance  of  regular 
tests  being  made  of  milk  which  is  consumed  in  Saugus.  This 
year  an  excellent  start  was  made  and  it  is  my  intention  to 
work  diligently  in  the  future  to  the  end  that  our  townspeople 
can,  with  confidence,  know  that  milk  purchased  by  them 
conforms  to  the  standards  prescribed  by  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 
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The  greater  part  of  the  milk  produced  in  Saugus  is  of  a 
grade  "A"  Standard,  which  was  indicated  by  the  Babcock 
tests.  In  one  instance  I  found  a  sample  below  the  Mass. 
standard.  The  bacteria  count  of  this  sample  was  also  very- 
high.  This  dealer  has  been  notified  and  if  conditions  are  not 
better  at  the  next  inspection,  other  methods  will  be  resorted 
to.  Great  care  should  be  taken  to  insure  a  low  bacteria  count ; 
this  can  only  be  accomplished  through  cleanliness,  proper 
control  of  temperature,  Moisture,  and  air.  All  milk  should 
be  kept  below  50  degrees  F. 

A  complete  inspection  of  Dairies  has  been  conducted  with 
regularity.  In  most  dairies  I  have  found  excellent  conditions 
existing. 

I  have  issued  107  milk  licenses,  5  pasteurization  licenses  and 
28  Oleomargarine  licenses.  The  total  receipts  of  $117.50  I 
have  turned  into  the  Town  Treasurer.

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Report   of   Planning   Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus: 

The  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  1935.  The  Board  organized  February  5  with 
Charles  H.  L.  Kahler  as  chairman  and  William  H.  Robinson 
as  secretary  and  has  held  regular  meetings  on  the  first  and 
third  Mondays  of  each  month,  with  special  meetings  and  re- 
zoning  hearings  when  necessary.  Among  subjects  discussed, 
we  offer  the  following  for  your  consideration. 

Lower  Ballard  Street 
This  year  we  again  suggest  that  the  Town  take  some  action 
on  this  street.  One  of  the  most  important  thoroughfares  in 
the  Town,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  widen  the  road  from 
Dudley  Street  to  the  Marsh  Road.  The  Town  should  also 
eliminate  the  curve,  construct  a  modern  cement  bridge  and 
raise  that  portion  of  the  road  between  the  bridge  and  the 
Marsh  Road.  This  work,  we  believe,  is  necessary  to  make 
this  much  used  street  safe  and  adequate  for  the  amount  of 
traffic  it  now  carries. 

Winter  Street  Sidewalk 
Some  four  years  ago,  the  Town  constructed  a  cement  side- 
walk on  Winter  Street  from  East  Saugus  to  Saugus  Centre 
and  completed  the  job  except  for  a  short  stretch  near  Willis 
Street.  This  small  piece  was  held  up  to  enable  the  County 
Commissioners  to  establish  county  lines.  We  suggest  an 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  Town  to  get  the  lines  established 
and  then  to  complete  the  sidewalk.  When  the  sidewalk  is 
finished,  the  Town  should  widen  the  road  at  this  point  and 
eliminate  a  dangerous  curve. 

Traffic  Conditions 

Because  of  a  bad  corner  on  Jackson  Street  and  a  narrow 

roadway  on  Central  Street  the  Town  has  two  serious  traffic 

conditions  caused  by  the  parking  of  automobiles.     On  Jackson 

Street,  cars  parking  in  the  rear  of  the  Community  House 
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cause  one  of  the  worst  blind  corners  to  be  found  in  the  Town. 
On  Central  Street,  between  Winter  Street  and  Jasper  Street, 
cars  parking  on  both  sides  of  the  street  have  reduced  that 
street  to  a  width  convenient  only  for  one  way  traffic. 

To  remedy  the  cause  on  Jackson  Street,  we  suggest  that 
parking  be  allowed  on  the  west  side  opposite  the  curve  and 
not  be  allowed  on  the  curve  on  the  east  side  directly  in  the 
rear  of  the  Community  House  for  a  distance  of  fifty  (50)  feet. 
In  Saugus  Centre  the  situation  is  even  more  acute.  If  a  bus 
or  electric  car  is  moving  in  either  direction  it  is  necessary 
for  all  other  opposite  triffic  to  wait  until  they  have  travelled 
the  whole  distance  between  these  two  points  before  normal 
movement  can  proceed.  When  either  of  these  public  convey- 
ances are  travelling  toward  the  Centre,  between  Winter  Street 
and  Jasper  Street,  even  the  fire  apparatus  is  help  up.  There- 
fore, for  public  safety  and  convenience,  the  Town  should  allow 
parking  on  the  easterly  side  of  this  street  and  not  allow  park- 
ing on  the  westerly  side  between  Winter  and  Jasper  Streets. 

Building  Lines 
Without    street    widening   and    consequent    property    loss, 
the  section  of  Central  Street  mentioned  in  the  previous  para- 
graph cannot  be  cared  for  otherwise  than  suggested. 

We  say  this  to  show  that  the  Town  many  years  ago  should 
have  adopted  Sec.  thirty  seven  of  Chap.  82  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  which  section  provides  that  the  Town 
may  establish  a  reasonable  building  line  to  keep  buildings 
back  from  our  streets.  We  have  a  similar  provision  affecting 
dwellings  in  our  zoning  by-laws  and  should  restrict  business 
buildings  in  the  same  manner.  If  the  Town  should  decide  to 
widen  any  street  now  having  business  buildings,  as  it  event- 
ually must,  we  would  pay  considerable  money  for  damage  to 
that  sort  of  property.  We  will  attempt  to  sponsor  the  section 
mentioned  in  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

Mosquito  Work 
Under  thisj  heading  we  find  that  we  must  not  only  control 
the  marsh  mosquito,  but  we  must  also  try  and  control  the 
house  and  woodland  mosquito.  The  first  mentioned  is  our 
greatest  source  of  trouble  but  with  the  same  efficient  work  in 
the  future,  as  in  the  past,  a  few  more  years  will  see  the  de- 
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sired  end  of  this  pest.  The  woodland  mosquito  can  easily  be 
controlled  by  the  cities  and  towns,  by  means  of  drying  up  the 
shaded  moist  land  and  the  proper  care  of  running  streams  of 
water.  The  house  mosquito  however,  is  a  matter  which  needs 
the  personal  effort  of  every  householder.  This  pest  cannot 
fly  more  than  two  or  three  hundred  feet.  We  ask  your  co- 
operation by  means  of  removal  of  stagnant  water  in  low  spots 
on  your  property  and  in  rubbish  containers.  Removal  of  all 
moisture  collecting  materials  from  your  property  will  remove 
the  "backyard  incubator"  of  this  pests. 

Permanent  Construction  and  Pipe  Lines 
In  the  last  few  years,  there  has  been  much  agitation  for 
permanently  constructed  streets.  We  feel  that  to  do  this 
type  of  work  on  streets  still  serviced  by  the  old  type  of  water 
pipes  and  not  equipped  for  proper  drainage,  is  a  costly  pro- 
cedure and  should  not  be  done.  Many  times  the  Town  has 
permanently  constructed  streets,  only  to  tear  them  up  to  install 
new  water  and  drainage  lines.  These  important  serviceis 
should  be  replaced  or  installed  before  any  permanent  work 
is  done. 

The  Board  has  attempted  to  sponsor  various  relief  projects 
during  the  past  year,  but  without  success. 

At  the  town  meeting  of  1935,  articles  concerning  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  public  park  on  the  Town  Farm,  were  referred 
to  the  Playground  Commissioners  and  Planning  Board  jointly. 
We  ask  for  further  time  to  study  this  matter. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  town  departments  and  also 
the  large  number  of  private  citizens  who  have  co-operated 
with  us  during  the  past  year.

Gentlemen  : 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Soldiers'  Re- 
lief and  State  Aid  Department  of  the  Town  of  Saugus  for 
the  period  February  7,  1935  to  December  31,  1935.

All  cases  have  been  treated  impartially,  and  more  assistance 
than  called  for  by  the  State  Schedule  has  been  extended  in 
every  case.  All  appeals  to  the  Commiissioner  of  State  Aid 
and  Pensions  have  been  ruled  in  favor  of  this  department. 

Four  cases  have  been  removed  from  the  rolls  through  plac- 
ing them  in  the  C.C.C. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  so  little  cooperation  was  given  in 
placing  veterans  on  the  E.R.A.  and  W.P.A.  as  it  would  have 
aided  materially  in  reducing  the  expenditures  of  this  depart- 
ment. I  do  feel  that  an  increase  in  the  State  and  Military 
Aid  appropriation  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  taxpayers.  The 
State  refunds  all  State  Aid  payments  and  one  half  of  the 
Military  Aid  Payments. 
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Expenditures  of  this  department  for  the  past  three  years 
have  been  as  follows: 

1933 $37,470.76 

1934 $32,655.92 

Plus  $2000.00  unpaid  bills 
1935 $22,599.61 

Of  the  1935  bills  approximately  $200.00  remains  unpaid.  Even 
though  the  expenses  of  this  department  have  been  reduced 
by  some  thousands  of  dollars,  I  feel  certain  that  both  the  relief 
cases  and  the  taxpayers  have  received  the  utmost  considera- 
tion. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  State  Department,  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, the  various  town  departments,  the  merchants  of  the 
town  and  all  others  who  have  cooperated  with  me  in  my 
work  of  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Saugus  Safety  Committee 


The  appropriation  for  the  last  few  years  of  $25  annually 
for  the  use  of  the  Safety  Committee  has  been  entirely  inade- 
quate, as  this  amount  of  money  would  not  even  pay  for  the 
paint  necessary  for  striping  the  streets  near  the  \arious 
school  houses  in  the  Town. 

The  Public  Works  Department  has  assisted  materially  both 
with  money  and  labor  to  enable  us  to  carry  on  this  work 
properly. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Massachusetts  Safety  Com- 
mittee has  been  disbanded,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Committee 
this  year  to  become  members  of  the  National  Safety  Council 
of  Chicago,  which  is  handling  safety  matters  throughout  the 
United  States.  The  Town  has  been  listed  with  this  Council 
for  the  last  three  years  and  has  included  in  its  statistics  Sau- 
gus  among  the  towns  ranging  from  10,000  to  25,000  popula- 
tion. 

The  National  Safety  Council  issues  posters,  25"  x  38", 
which  can  be  procured  at  $3.05  per  month,  provided  we  are 
Council  members  at  an  expense  of  $20.00  a  year. 

In  the  appropriation  of  $100  that  we  are  asking,  this  would 
leave  $43.00  for  paint  and  the  striping  of  the  streets,  with 
no  funds  left  with  which  to  purchase  signs  which  are  often 
found  to  be  necessary. 

The  Committee  desires  to  commend  Chief  John  T.  Stuart 
of  the  Police  Department,  who  has  taken  an  active  interest  in 
safety  work,  and  also  Captain  Henry  Wheaton,  who  keeps 
the  records  and  prepares  the  annual  blanks  for  the  Safety 
Council. 

We  feel  that  these  posters  will  be  of  material  help  in  draw- 
ing safety  work  to  the  attention  of  the  public.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Honorable  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

It  is'  both  the  duty  and  the  privilege  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  to  submit  his  third  annual  report  for  the  School 
Department,  the  same  being  the  forty-third  annual  report. 

Another  Year  of  Progress 

The  year  1935  has  been  another  year  of  distinct  progress 
for  the  School  Department.  Much  has  been  accomplished  to 
the  betterment  of  the  school  system.  Cooperation  is  always 
necessary  in  the  attainment  of  accomplishment.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  has  received  loyal  cooperation  from  the 
School  Committee,  the  teachers  of  the  system,  parents  and 
students.  His  work  has  accordingly  been  a  pleasure  and  it  is 
with  grateful  appreciation  that  he  expresses  his  thanks  for 
the  above  mentioned  splendid  and  loyal  cooperation. 

Economy  of  Operation 

The  total  school  appropriation  for  the  year  1935  amounted 
to  $209,017.14.  Of  this  amount  $203,967.14  constituted  the 
general  appropriation,  $4,000  was  for  schoolhouse  repairs, 
$500.00  for  cafeteria  equipment  in  the  Central  Senior  and 
Junior  High  School,  and  $550.00  for  money  saving  electrical 
work  in  the  Central  Senior  and  Junior  High  School. 

This  year,  as  in  1933  and  1934,  the  School  Department  fin- 
ished the  year  within  its  appropriation.  From  the  general 
appropriation  there  was  an  unexpended  balance  of  $125.65, 
from  the  schoolhouse  repair  appropriation  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $4.76,  from  the  cafeteria  appropriation  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $2.35,  and  from  the  electrical  appropriation 
an  unexpended  balance  of  $184.00, 

When  one  considers  that  in  1931  the  School  Department  ap- 
propriations were  $224,683.00  against  a  total  of  $209,017.14 
in  1935  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  the  School  Department  has 
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expended  its  appropriations  judiciously  and  wisely. 

The  total  amount  of  money  actually  expended  by  the  School 
Department  in  1935  was  $208,700.38.  This  was  not  the  actual 
cost  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  however.  The  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  refunded  to  the  town  treasury  on  the  account 
of  Education  $33,050.00.  The  receipts  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment were  $41.77.  This  makes  a  total  refund  of  $33,091.77. 
Deducted  from  the  $208,700.38  this  leaves  $175,608.61  as  the 
actual  cost  of  the  School  Department  to  the  citizens  of  Saugus 
for  the  fiscal  year  1935. 

I  can  assure  all  citizens  that  the  School  Department  has 
affected  an  economy  of  operation  designed  to  give  the  Town 
one  hundred  cents  for  every  dollar  expended. 

New  High  School  Principal 

After  serving  for  two  years  as  Principal  of  the  Central  Sen- 
ior and  Junior  High  School  Mr.  Earle  H.  MacLeod  resigned  to 
accept  a  more  remunerative  position  as  Principal  of  the  Senior 
High  School  in  Haverhill,  Massachusetts. 

From  a  long  list  of  applicants  the  School  Committee  ap- 
pointed Mr.  John  A.  W.  Pearce,  Principal  of  the  Senior  and 
Junior  High  School  at  Rockland,  Massachusetts,  as  successor 
to  Mr.  MacLeod.  Mr.  Pearce  entered  upon  his  duties  here  in 
September  1935.  He  is  proving  himself  an  excellent  school 
executive.  His  present  salary  of  $3100.00  per  year  should  be 
increased  in  1936  to  at  least  $3300.00. 

The  New  Cafeteria 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  School  Department  will  not 
find  it  necessary  to  request  the  Town  for  any  further  appro- 
priation this  year  to  complete  the  Central  Senior  and  Junior 
High  School  Cafeteria  and  its  equipment. 

This  year  1935  the  Town  Meeting  gave  us  an  appropriation 
of  $500.00  for  cafeteria  equipment.  With  this  money  we  pur- 
chased tables  and  a  very  small  amount  of  silverware.  We  were 
able  to  purchase  dishes  and  the  necessary  remaining  silver- 
ware from  our  general  budget.  We  are  purchasing  the  electric 
refrigerator  from  cafeteria  profits.    The  matter  of  cafeteria 
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chairs,  in  our  opinion,  is  not  a  crying  need  at  this  particular 
time. 

The  Athletic  Program 

Physical  Training  and  athletics  are  now  generally  recognized 
as  an  essential  and  integral  part  of  a  modern  Senior  and  Junior 
High  School  program.  Until  1935  we  had  absolutely  no  physi- 
cal training  in  our  Junior  High  School.  This  was  most  cer- 
tainly against  the  spirit  of  the  State  statute  which  requires 
the  teaching  of  Physical  Training  in  the  public  schools. 
Through  savings  in  our  regular  general  school  budget  we  were 
able  to  engage  the  services  of  Mr.  Bernard  A.  Friberg  of 
Swampscott  at  a  salary  of  $1650.00  per  year.  Mr.  Friberg  has 
a  full  program  of  Physical  Training  in  the  Central  Junior  High 
School.  He  is  also  head  coach  of  varsity  baseball  and  assistant 
coach  of  varsity  football.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  School  Department  we  are  developing  boys  of  Junior  High 
age  physically.  Since  these  boys  are  the  nucleus  of  our  future 
varsity  baseball  and  football  teams,  as  well  as  our  future  citi- 
zens, the  value  of  Mr.  Friberg's  work  can  be  readily  seen. 
Anyone  who  knows  Mr.  Friberg  intimately  can  testify  as  to 
his  influence  and  ability  in  the  physical  training  of  boys  of 
adolescent  years. 

The  athletic  program  of  the  school  is  seriously  hampered 
by  the  lack  of  a  gymnasium  and  the  lack  of  an  inclosed  athletic 
field.  There  is  probably  not  another  Senior  and  Junior  High 
School  in  the  Commonwealth  of  1400  students  without  a  gym- 
nasium and  an  inclosed  athletic  field.  The  citizens  of  the  town 
interested  in  the  physical  development  of  youth  should  give 
these  two  above  mentioned  questions  their  most  serious  con- 
sideration. The  school  authorities  are  having  to  pay  the 
Cliftondale  Community  House  $200.00  this  winter  in  order 
that  our  high  school  boys  may  play  basketball.  This  $200.00 
does  not  come  out  of  the  coffers  of  the  town  treasury  but  out 
of  the  hard  earned  money  of  the  High  School  Athletic  As- 
sociation. We  as  citizens  should  not  deny  our  youth  the  same 
opportunities  furnished  them  by  other  communities  far  less 
financially  independent  than  we. 

In  spite  of  handicaps  just  mentioned  our  varsity  football 
eleven  won  seven  of  ten  games  played  this  year  defeating  every 
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school  in  the  Northeastern  Conference  League  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Marblehead.  We  know  of  no  team  excepting  Salem 
High  School  that  did  defeat  Marblehead.  The  School  Com- 
mittee and  myself  feel  that  Coach  John  B.  Leahy  and  his 
assistant  Mr.  Friberg  did  exceedingly  well  especially  when  it 
must  be  considered  that  they  are  forced  to  mould  teams  with- 
out the  benefits  of  a  gymnasium  or  an  inclosed  athletic  field. 

The  lack  of  an  inclosed  athletic  field  cost  the  Athletic 
Association  at  least  $1500.00  on  the  Marblehead  and  Danvers 
games  alone.  This  $1500.00  would  have  provided  the  monetary 
wherewithal  to  equip  a  Junior  High  School  football  eleven  and 
baseball  team  as  well  as  providing  silk  pants,  hoods,  etc.  for 
the  varsity  teams. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  the  need  of  a  gymnasium 
and  an  inclosed  athletic  field.  Citizens  who  do  not  favor  these 
necessary  things  have  no  right  to  sit  on  the  sidelines  and 
criticise  our  athletic  teams.  Give  us  what  other  schools  have — 
the  chance  to  compete  on  an  equal  basis — and  Saugus  High 
School  will  be  on  the  map  athletically  as  well  as  scholastically. 

SCHOOLHOUSE   REPAIRS 

The  sun^  of  $4000.00  was  given  the  School  Department  in 
1935  for  schoolhouse  repairs.  Nearly  one  half  of  this  amount 
was  expended  in  making  a  start  towards  replacing  the  unsani- 
tary toilet  facilities  in  the  Roby  School.  All  of  the  toilets  have 
been  replaced  and  a  modern  system  of  proper  ventilation  in- 
stalled. The  work  should  be  completed  in  1936.  This  work 
consists  of  installing  a  new  urinal  in  the  boys  basement,  two 
new  ceilings,  and  other  minor  repairs  incidental  to  properly 
completing  the  job.  When  this  is  done  the)  Roby  School  will 
have  up  to  date  modern  toilet  facilities. 

The  Committee  thus  had  about  $2000.00  left  to  make  all 
necessary  repairs  in  the  thirteen  other  school  buildings.  This 
gave  us  an  average  of  $152.00  per  building.  With  this  money 
many  necessary  minor  repairs  were  made. 

There  are  several  extremely  necessary  repairs  which  should 
be  made  in  1936.    They  are  as  follows: 

1.  Completion  of  the  replacing  of  toilet  facilities  in  the 
Roby  School. 
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2.  Replacing  of  all  interior  water  pipe  in  the  Oaklandvale 
School. 

3.  Replacing  of  all  toilet  facilities  in  the  Old  Roby  School. 

4.  Completion  of  the  basement  area  in  the  Sweetser  School 
to  furnish  a  recent  recreation  area  in  winter  weather  as 
well  as  a  place  for  the  eating  of  lunches  by  pupils. 

The  School  Committee  is  still  of  the  opinion  that  a  school- 
house  repair  appropriation  of  $7000.00  per  year  is  little  enough 
to  properly  keep  in  repair  one  million  dollars  worth  of  school 
property.  This  would  be  only  at  the  ratio  of  $7.00  for  each 
$1000.00  worth  of  property. 

The  sum  of  $7000.00  would  probably  not  even  be  sufficient 
to  complete  the  four  very  essential  major  repair  and  renova- 
tion projects  listed  above. 

It  is  true  that  our  school  property  is  in  the  best  condition 
of  years.  It  is  good  business  to  keep  it  that  way.  Money  so 
expended  is  an  investment  in  our  school  buildings  and  one 
that  in  the  long  run  pays  dividends. 

The  Flag  Salute  Cases 

The  Massachusetts  Legislature  in  1935  passed  a  law  com- 
pelling school  teachers  to  cause  their  pupils  to  salute  the  Flag 
and  give  the  pledge  of  allegiance  to  it  at  least  once  each  week. 
Whether  it  was  wise  or  unwise  legislation  is  beside  the  ques- 
tion. The  fact  remains  that  it  is  the  law  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Since  the  statute  compelled  teachers  to  cause  the 
pupils  to  both  salute  the  Flag  and  pledge  allegiance  thereto, 
it  became  necessary  for  the  School  Committee  to  pass  a  local 
regulation  giving  the  teacher  backing  consistent  with  the  in- 
tent of  the  State  law.  This  the  Committee  did.  Six  pupils 
persistently  refused  to  either  salute  the  Flag  or  pledge  al- 
legiance to  it.  They  cited  religious  objections  in  support  of 
their  refusal.  The  School  Committee  had  but  two  alternatives. 
They  could  either  exclude  the  pupils  from  school  until  such 
time  as  they  saw  fit  to  obey  the  school  regulation  or  they 
could  do  nothing  and  thereby  establish  the  precedent  of  allow- 
ing any  other  pupil  to  disobey  any  other  school  regulation 
which  might  be  repugnant  to  his  religious  beliefs.    The  Com- 
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mittee  in  the  interest  of  school  morale  and  discipline  chose  to 
take  the  first  alternative.  The  Committee  was  advised  by  the 
Town  Counsel  that  they  could  legally  take  such  action. 

The  most  important  principle  involved  in  the  case  is  un- 
doubtedly overlooked  by  many  people.  School  regulations  are 
made  for  the  good  of  the  school  as  a  whole.  To  allow;  pupils 
to  obey  the  particular  regulations  o^  which  they  approve  and 
disobey  the  ones  they  do  not  approve  would  most  certainly  be 
a  dangerous  procedure.  It  would  not  be  long  before  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  public  schools  would  pass  from  the  control 
of  the  school  authorities  to  the  control  of  the  school  children. 
This,  in  my  opinion,  was  the  really  important  principle  in- 
volved. It  was  this  principle  which  the  School  Committee 
felt  must  be  preserved  at  all  costs. 


Change  in  Tuition  Law 

The  present  State  statute  regarding  the  collection  of  tuition 
from  pupils  of  non-resident  parents  should  be  changed.  Each 
year  Saugus  educates  probably  more  than  one  hundred  child- 
ren whose  parents  do  not  r*eside  in  Saugus.  The  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  pays  the  tuition  for  the  state  wards 
but  in  virtually  all  of  the  other  cases  no  tuition  can  be  col- 
lected. Under  the  present  state  statute  no  tuition  can  be 
collected  unless  the  school  department  where  the  child  resides 
can  prove  that  the  child  is  residing  in  their  community  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  receiving  an  education  in  their  public  school 
system.  One  can  readily  see  that  this  is  almost  impossible 
of  proof. 

In  my  opinion  the  law  should  be  changed  so  as  to  permit  the 
municipality  furnishing  the  education  to  collect  the  tuition 
either  from  the  parents  or  from  the  municipality  which  should 
be  furnishing  the  education.  The  present  statute  is  a  joke 
as  far  as  enabling  a  community  to  collect  tuition  is  concerned. 

The  serious  phase  of  the  problem  is  that  these  outside  child- 
ren tend  to  congest  many  of  our  classrooms  and  may  eventually 
be  the  direct  cause  of  expense  for  additional  housing.  The 
matter  should  be  seriously  considered  by  the  Legislature  and 
some  more  equitable  statute  evolved. 
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The  Teaching  Staff 

During  1935,  excepting  for  a  small  percentage,  our  teaching 
staff  remained  with  us.  This  is  an  advantage  since  it  enables 
us  to  retain  virtually  an  experienced  personnel.  The  few  in- 
experienced have,  for  the  most  part,  done  exceedingly  well. 

The  problem  that  we  as  citizens  will  have  to  eventually  face 
is  the  problem  of  retaining  our  experienced  teachers  in  the 
service  of  this  town.  During  the  depression  such  a  problem 
naturally  did  not  exist.  Teachers  with  a  position  were  loathe 
to  change  under  any  conditions.  With  the  return  to  normal 
or  prosperous  timies,  however,  the  problem  will  most  surely 
be  with  us.  We  cannot  in  good  times  expect  to  retain  our 
experienced  male  high  school  teachers,  for  instance,  on  sal- 
aries of  from  $1500.00  to  $1800.00  per  year.  Other  com- 
munities the  size  of  ours  are  paying  experienced  male  high 
school  teachers  from  $2000.00  to  $3000.00  per  year.  The  same 
thing  is  true  to  a  slightly  lesser  extent  in  respect  to  our  women 
teachers.  Our  schedule  of  teacher  salaries  is  hopelessly  low 
in  comparison  with  communities  all  about  us.  Efficient  teach- 
ers deserve  reasonably  decent  salaries.  They  perform  perhaps 
as  important  a  task  as  any  professional  worker  in  the  com- 
munity. It  is  my  sincere  belief  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  we  will  be  obliged  to  raise  our  salary  schedules  or  suffer 
the  loss  of  some  of  our  best  and  most  efficient  teachers. 

Almost  to  a  teacher  our  staff  has  been  most  loyal  and  co- 
operative. May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  the  ap- 
preciation of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  for  such  loyalty  and  cooperation. 

Scholastic  Standing 

The  scholastic  standing  of  our  school  system  remains  at  a 
high  standard.  In  1935  our  Senior  High  School  was  again 
rated  a  Class  A  High  School  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education. 

In  1934  the  privilege  of  certifying  our  graduates  to  some 
fourteen  leading  colleges  which  are  members  of  the  New  Eng- 
gland  College  Entrance  Board  was  renewed  for  four  years  or 
until  1938.  Four  years  renewals  are  only  granted  to  High 
Schools  whose  scholastic  standing  is  unquestionable.    This  is 
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proof  positive  that  our  school  system  is  functioning  efficiently. 
It  might  also  be  interesting  to  note  in  passing  that  our 
elementary  school  children  are  frequently  placed  in  a  higher 
grade  when  they  transfer  to  schools  in  other  communities. 

Parent  Teacher  Associations 
I  am  particularly  proud  of  our  Parent  Teacher  Associations , 
in  the  various  schools.  At  the  recent  state  convention;  of  the 
Massachusetts  Parent  Teacher  Associations  three  of  our  own 
associations  placed  in  the  first  ten  of  all  the  associations  in 
Massachusetts.  The  contest  was  for  increased  membership. 
The  three  local  associations  placing  among  the  first  ten  in  the 
state  were  the  Ballard,  the  Felton  and  the  Armitage.  Incident- 
ally the  Ballard  Parent  Teacher  Association  won  the  state 
contest  for  increased  membership  in  competition  with  all  other 
similar  organizations  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Associations  in  Saugus  are  a  distinct 
credit  to  the  town.  They  are  extremely  helpful  and  coopera- 
tive. I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  excellent  welfare  work 
that  they  have  done  among  the  school  children.  Theirs  is  the 
work  of  real  service.  May  they  continue  to  carry  on  in  1936 
as  they  have  during  the  year  1935. 

Need  of  A  Vocational  School 
The  time  is  rapidly  approaching!  when  Saugus  should  have 
a  vocational  or  trade  school.  Our  Senior  High  School  now  has 
an  enrollment  of  more  than  900  students.  It  is  strictly  an 
academic  type  of  high  school  giving  an  excellent  general  edu- 
cation as  well  as  preparing  for  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
It  offers  very  few,  practically  none,  of  the  practical  arts  or 
vocational  courses  designed  to  prepare  students  for  specific 
vocations. 

Thinking  citizens  will  agree  that  many  of  the  900  students 
now  in  our  High  School  will  never  attend  higher  institutions 
of  learning  The  general  education  is  highly  desirable  but  it 
may  not  directly  help  many  students  to  earn  a  living  in  later 
life  Many  high  school  students,  especially  boys,  are  manually 
inclined  and  obviously  fitted  for  vocational  training.  They  are 
not  interested  in  Latin,  French,  History  or  perhaps  many  of 
the  other  subjects  offered  in  our  High  School.  They  would  be 
interested  in  mechanics,  woodworking,  elementary  engineer- 
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ing,  and  such  courses.  Our  High  School  has  no  such  courses. 
Neither  has  it  the  space,  facilities  or  personnel  for  their  intro- 
duction. Therefore  students  vocationally  inclined  have  little 
or  no  opportunity  to  receive  the  training  to  which  I  believe 
they  are  entitled.  They  may,  it  is  true,  enter  an  outside  voca- 
tional school  such  as  the  trade  schools  in  Boston,  Beverly, 
Everett,  Somerville  and  other  cities.  In  such  cases  the  Town 
of  Saugus  pays  the  tuition  and  receives  a  one-half  reimburse- 
ment from  the  Commonwealth.  Relatively  few  students,  how- 
ever, can  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  since  there  are 
transportation  and  otherj  costs  involved  which  must  be  borne 
by  the  parents  of  the  students. 

One  thing  is  most  certain.  A  boy  or  girl  vocationally  in- 
clined should  have  the  same  opportunity  to  develop  his  or  her 
talents  as  a  boy  or  girl  who  may  be  academically  inclined.  In 
our  High  School  they  do  not  have  the  same  opportunity.  Be- 
cause of  their  lack  of  interest  in  the  regular  subjects  of  the 
curriculum  they  frequently  leave  high  school  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible and  become  what  might  be  termed  "maladjustment 
cases".  It  does  not  follow  that  because  boys  and  girls  cannot 
master  certain  subjects  that  they  are  devoid  of  brains.  They 
have  brains  but  they  may  not  be  attuned  to  the  interest  of 
academic  subjects.  Many  a  brilliant  surgeon,  inventor  and  sci- 
entist showed  little  brilliancy  while  students  in  academic  high 
schools. 

I  have  given  this  matter  much  thought  and  careful  consid- 
eration. In  the  interest  of  equality  of  opportunity  for  all  boys 
and  girls  of  high  school  age  I  most  earnestly  suggest  that  Sau- 
gus entertain  the  idea  of  establishing  a  vocational  school.  Its 
cost  of  operation,  I  understand,  is  shared  by  the  Common- 
wealth. 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Committee  members  for  their  loyal  cooperation,  also  to  all 
teachers,  citizens,  parents  and  students  who  have  been  so  con- 
siderate of  our  many  and  varied  problems.

Dear  Mr.  Evans  : — 

Herein  I  submit  my  report  as  school  physician  for  this  year. 
Sanitary  conditions  in  and  about  school  buildings  at  Oakland- 
vale,  North  Saugus,  The  Roby  School  and  The  High  School  are 
quite  satisfactory.  Communicable  diseases  of  a  serious  nature 
have  disappeared  from  our  public  schools.  There  have  been 
epidemics  of  German  Measles,  Chicken  Pox  and  Mumps.  These 
are  of  a  minor  importance  and  do  very  little  damage  except  to 
interrupt  the  school  attendance.  There  is  a  remarkable  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  children  presenting  enlarged  and  in- 
fected tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  carious  teeth. 

Following  is  a  list  of  diseases  and  defects  found  during  the 
usual  routine  school  examination  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year.

A  large  number  of  the  children  that  received  cards  for  En- 
larged Tonsils  in  1934  had  same  removed  during  the  summer 
vacation. 

Since  the  fall  round-up  I  have  made  visits  to  the  Emerson, 
Ballard  and  the  Mansfield  Schools.  I  have  had  to  give  over 
one  hundred  certificates  for  children  to  return  to  school,  having 
been  absent  on  account  of  Mumps,  Measles,  Scabies,  Impetigo 
Contagiosa,  Enlarged  Glands  and  severe  colds.  Two  were  out 
on  account  of  Acute  Rheumatism. 
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During  the  summer  round-up,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Riv- 
erside Club  and  Civic  League,  and  with  the  assistance  of  all 
the  physicians  of  Saugus,  and  our  nurses,  175  children  were 
examined  and  defects  noted,  and  parents  told  to  correct  the 
same  if  possible  before  the  child  entered  school. 

I  wish  to  thank  our  Superintendent,  Miss  Neale,  the  teachers 
and  the  parents,  for  their  splendid  co-operation  in  trying  to 
keep  our  schools  free  from  contagious  diseases. 

We  are  all  working  with  the  aim  in  view  to  make  our  schools 
the  best  in  the  state.  All  the  schools  are  clean  and  sanitation 
good.

Report  of  High  School  Principal 

Mr.  Vernon  W.  Evans,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Evans  : — 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  first  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Saugus  High  School. 

School  opened  in  September  with  a  large  enrollment  as  the 
following  figures  will  show: 

Post-graduates  13  Freshmen  258 

Seniors  165  Grade  VIII  314 

Juniors  155  Grade  VII  167 

Sophomores  303             Total  1375 

The  enrollment  was  so  large  that  it  was  necessary  to  use  the 
Chemistry  Laboratory  and  the  Library  as  home  rooms.  This 
situation  is  very  bad  since  pupils  do  not  have  a  suitable  place 
in  which  to  keep  their  books.  If  our  enrollment  continues  to 
increase  it  will  be  necessary  to  return  to  the  two  platoon  sys- 
tem. 
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Because  of  the  large  enrollment  it  seemed  best  to  have  three 
lunch  periods  instead  of  two  as  formerly.  The  arrangements 
of  grades  seven  and  eight  eating  during  the  first  lunch  period, 
the  freshmen  and  sophomores  the  second,  and  the  juniors  and 
seniors  the  third,  has  worked  out  very  well.  New  tables  were 
purchased  for  the  cafeteria  during  the  summer.  Although  no 
chairs  as  yet  have  been  purchased  for  the  cafeteria  the  present 
set-up  works  out  satisfactorily.  Pupils  who  bring  lunches  from 
home  still  continue  to  eat  them  in  the  basement.  A  group  of 
teachers,  the  sub-master  and  the  principal  are  on  duty  in  the 
basement,  the  cafeteria,  and  on  the  school  grounds  during  the 
three  lunch  periods. 

There  were  only  two  changes  in  the  faculty  this  fall,  both 
being  in  the  Junior  High  School.  Miss  Josephine  Ready  and 
Miss  Bernice  Dahlen  are  the  two  new  teachers.  Due  to  the  ill- 
ness of  Mr.  Wheeler,  the  head  of  the  science  department,  Mr. 
Earl  Chadsey  has  been  teaching  chemistry  since  school  opened. 
Mr.  Young  and  the  teachers  throughout  the  school  have  been 
particularly  helpful  to  the  principal  in  taking  over  his  new 
work.  Any  success  that  we  have  had  thus  far  has  been  due  to 
their  enthusiastic  cooperation. 

At  present  committees  of  teachers  are  at  work  upon  pro- 
posed changes  in  the  curriculum.  Perhaps  someone  may  ask 
why  the  curriculum  of  the  Saugus  High  School  should  be 
changed ;  whether  it  is  desirable  that  revisions  occur  frequent- 
ly, or  why  the  curriculum,  once  determined,  should  not  remain 
fixed.  The  following  quotations  may  help  to  answer  these 
questions :  "The  experience  of  the  schools  throughout  the  coun- 
try is  that  a  changing  world  demands  a  moving,  changing  edu- 
cation which  keeps  pace,  to  prepare  pupils  to  meet  new  world- 
wide situations  brought  about  by  new  knowledge  and  practice 
in  the  fields  of  science,  sociology,  and  economics.  A  dynamic 
world  demands  a  dynamic  education.  A  static  education  in  a 
dynamic  world  is  not  education.  Each  important  change  in  our 
world  offers  a  challenge  td  the  existing  education  to  prove  it- 
self competent  or  fit  to  be  continued."  "This  is  an  age  of  sci- 
ence, of  increasing  leisure,  of  rapid  change,  and  of  collective 
action.  Each  of  these  characteristics  of  our  society,  and  many 
more  that  might  be  mentioned,  makes  its  own  requirements  on 
education.    Among  the  many  perplexing  problems  which  face 
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the  American  people,  none  is  more  important  than  the  develop- 
ment of  the  schools  along  lines  which  will  effectively  help  the 
new  generation  to  meet  the  problems  of  the  new  age."  "The 
school  must  seek  to  develop  such  qualities  as  adaptability  and 
open-mindedness.  A  school  which  teaches  an  easy  and  unrea- 
sonable obedience  to  the  dictates  of  arbitrary  authority  is 
equally  open  to  question."  "Education  must  hold  as  its  pur- 
pose the  production  of  citizens  who  will  have  the  background 
and  knowledge  sufficient  to  judge  clearly  the  efforts  of  their 
leaders  toward  economic  reconstruction." 

An  answer  to  a  parent's  question:  "What  will  a  parent!  do 
who  wishes  his  child,  now  in  Saugus  High  School,  to  have  a 
successful  school  year? 

1.  He  will  see  that  his  child  is  present,  on  time,  every 
session,  unless  in  cases  of  great  urgency. 

2.  He  will  see  that  his  child  has  enough  sleep  at  regular 
hours. 

3.  He  will  see  that  his  child  is  wakened  in  time  to  have 
breakfast  before  leaving  for  school. 

4.  He  will  see  that  his  child  has  a  quiet  place  in  which  to 
study  and  that  the  studying  is  done  regularly. 

5.  He  will,  by  word  and  attitude,  impress  upon  his  child 
the  fact  that  school  is  the  most  important  job  right  now. 

6.  He  will  insist  that  his  child's  social  activities  and  tem- 
porary pleasures  be  made  less  important  than  school. 

7.  He  will  investigate,  with  the  purpose  of  getting  all  the 
facts,  the  reasons  his  child  assigns  for  poor  marks. 

8.  He  will  not  accept  his  child's  statement  that  there  is  no 
need  of  home-study,  if  such  a  statement  should  be  made. 

9.  He  will  visit  the  school  occasionally,  to  talk  with  the 
teacher  about  his  child's  work. 

10.     He  will  show  a  constant  interest  in  his  child's  school 
progress. 

One  of  the  chief  problems  confronting  the  teachers  and 
administrators  of  Saugus  High  School  is  failure  prevention. 
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"Failure  is  depressing,  humiliating  to  the  personality.  The 
fear  of  failure  may  sometimes  act,  as  a  spur  to  increased  ac- 
tivity, but  failure  itself,  untouched  by  inspiration  from  some 
other  source,  has  never  resulted  in  later  conspicuous  achieve- 
ment. It  has  long  been  known  that  failure  to  make  normal 
progress  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  early  school  leaving.  The 
school  which  prides  itself  upon  maintaining  a  high  standard 
by  the  establishing  of  a  single,  arbitrary  promotion  level,  and 
by  the  rigid  exclusion  from  its  courses  of  those  who  fail  to 
reach  that  level,  has  forgotten  its  mission  in  a  democracy. 
Children  have  a  right  to  the  encouragement  resulting  from 
success,  and  that  school  will  be  doing  the  most  for  society 
which  tries,  by  careful  grouping,  differentiated  work,  and  in- 
tensive study  of  individual  needs,  to  keep  its  children  in  a 
success  atmosphere." 

There  are  two  causes  of  failure  that  should  be  mentioned. 
(1)  Absence  from  school.  Absence  from  school  because  of 
illness  cannot  be  helped.  But  we  have  several  pupils  who  are 
out  of  school  now  and  then,  a  day  this  week  and  two  days 
the  next,  who  are  never  able  to  catch  up  with  their  class.  This 
irregular  attendance  on  the  part  of  some  pupils  is  a  constant 
source  of  discouragement  to  teachers.  (2)  Wrong  attitude. 
Unfortunately  we  have  a  few  pupils  who  take  the  wrong  atti- 
tude toward  school  and  thus  become  disturbing  elements.  They 
become  disciplinary  problems  and  are  constantly  menacing 
the  progress  of  the  whole  group.  These  pupils  are  not  only 
indifferent  to  their  own  school  progress  but  become  so  annoy- 
ing to  everyone  that  we  are  forced  to  exclude  them  from  class. 
Pupils  who  have  to  be  disciplined  in  this  way  generally  fail. 

Report  Cards  are  sent  to  parents  every  eight  weeks.  Special 
reports  are  sent  to  parents  at  intermediate  periods  if  the 
quality  of  t,he  work  is  unsatisfactory.  Cooperation  between 
the  home  and  the  school  is  absolutely  necessary  in  this  matter. 
Frequent  visits  to  the  school  to  talk  with  the  principal  and  his 
teachers  may  save  many  failures.

(1)  Gates  in  the  corridor  near  the  assembly  hall. 

(2)  New  lights  in  the  Mechanical  Drawing  room. 

(3)  Weather  stripping  in  several  rooms. 
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(4)  New  window  shades  in  several  rooms. 

(5)  Replacement  of  old  desks  in  Study  Hall. 

(6)  New  treads  on  stairways  where  needed. 

(7)  Some  place  made  for  pupils  to  keep  their  books  if 

Chemistry  laboratory  is  to  be  used  as  a  home  room. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Evans,  and  the  School 
Committee  for  your  helpful  advice  and  encouragement.

Dear  Sir  : — 

I  am  pleased  to  offer  my  annual  report  as  teacher  of  Art 
in  the  public  schools  of  Saugus. 

My  teaching  schedule  remains  as  of  last  year:  Two  days 
each  week  are  spent  with  the  twelve  classes  of  the  Central 
Junior  High  School.  One  day  each  week  is  with  the  five  classes 
of  the  Sweetser  Junior  High  School.  The  fifty-four  grade 
classes  and  two  opportunity  classes  are  visited  once  each 
month.  Monthly  outlines  are  arranged  for  each  class  in  the 
grades,  that  the  individual  teacher  may  follow,  allowing,  ap- 
proximately, the  pupil  two  art  periods  each  week  in  the  grades. 

Outlines  are  planned  that  an  integrated  program  may  be 
attained. 

Many  local  clubs  and  organizations  have  shown  interest  in 
the  Art  work  accomplished,  and  have  offered  competitive 
awards  for  posters  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

Several  bronze  and  silver  medals  were  awarded  grade  pupils 
for  posters  in  observance  of  "Be  Kind  to  Animal  Week"  by 
the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals.    The  posters  which  were  prize  winners  were  on  ex- 
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hibition  at  the  Boston  Public  Library  in  April,  the  exhibition 
being  arranged  by  the  Humane  Society  abo.ve  mentioned. 

Illustrations  and  posters  have  been  made  in  observance  of 
Constitution  Day  September  17,  Fire  Prevention  Week  October 
6-12,  American  Education  Week  November  11-17  Children's 
Book  Week  November  17-23,  as  well  as  various  holiday  ob« 
servances  in  the  grades. 

Many  senior  high  school  pupils  have  asked  for  assistance 
in  Art  problems  this  past  year,  but  the  program  at  present 
does  not  afford  time  for  any  definite  Art  period.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  Art  be  made  an  elective  subject  in  both  Junior 
and  Senior  High  schools,  allowing  one  day  for  Junior  High 
school  classes  and  one  day  for  Senior  High  School  classes 
each  week.  In  this  way,  pupils  who  are  definitely  interested 
in  Art  work  could  have  more  assistance.  At  present  the  pupils 
in  the  High  School  have  no  time  allotted  for  Art  work.  With 
this  change  of  schedule  Art  could  be  made  an  elective  subject 
in  the  Senior  High  School. 

The  increased  number  in  the  Opportunity  classes  makes  it 
impossible  to  teach  the  entire  group  together  as  of  last  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  principals  and 
teachers  who  have  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  Art  department 
this  past  year. 

To  the  School  Committee,  and  to  you,  Mr<  Evans  for  guid- 
ance and  support,  I  am  most  appreciative.

Report  of  Music  Supervisor 

Saugus,  Mass.,  December  18,  1935. 

Mr.  Vernon  Evans,  Supt.  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir:— 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Music 
in  the  Public  Schools  of  Saugus,  Mass. 
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Grade  Schools 

In  the  grades  the  same  program  as  outlined  in  previous 
reports  is  being  carried  on.  This  means  that  there  are  11  build- 
ings containing  approximately  60  classes  that  are  visited  once 
a  month.  A  course  of  study  is  outlined  for  each,  for  the  year. 
Every  2  months  each  teacher  receives  a  typewritten  copy  of 
the  work  to  be  covered. 

We  also  have  several  first  grade  toy  orchestras,  to  which 
additional  time  is  given. 

Three  buildings  have  orchestras  containing  violins,  etc., 
that  are  taken  during  a  noon  period. 

In  addition  I  have  given  some  work  in  Music  Appreciation 
in  every  building. 

Junior  High  School 

Three  days  a  week  is  given  to  Junior  High  School  classes, 
17  in  all.  Each  class  receives  one  45  min.  period  a  week.  The 
course  of  study  as  outlined  in  the  grades  is  carried  on  and 
completed  during  the  Junior  High  School  years. 

In  the  eighth  grade  I  have  taken  up  reading  music  written 
in  the  Bass  Clef,  because,  at  present  we  have  no  classes  in 
music  in  the  High  School. 

Since  practically  every  home  to-day  is  equipped  with  a  radio, 
I  sincerely  believe  that  just  singing  is  not  sufficient  to  enable 
boys  and  girls,  especially  in  the  formative  age  of  Jr.  High 
School,  to  appreciate  music.  Therefore  this  year  I  have  tried 
to  train  these  pupils  to  enjoy  all  branches  of  this  very  im- 
portant subject. 

We  have  done  this  by  listening  to  some  of  the  best  selections 
on  a  victrola,  by  reading  and  discussing  stories  of  the  operas, 
oratorios,  such  as  The  Messiah,  and  also  lives  of  the  great 
composers. 

In  addition,  I  have  a  large  picture  of  each  instrument  of  the 
Symphony  Orchestra,  which  I  display,  at  the  same  time  dis- 
cussing its  tone  quality,  range,  parts,  etc.,  so  that  they  may 
be  able  to  recognize  each  instrument  by  sight  or  sound. 
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High  School 

In  the  High  School  we  have  our  orchestra,  which  meets 
once  a  week. 

At  present,  Mr.  Emmons  Robinson  of  C.  G.  Conn,  Ltd.,  is, 
by  permission  of  the  School  Committee,  starting  to  reorganize 
the  band.  We  hope  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  baseball  sea- 
son, a  splendid  band  will  make  its  appearance. 

May  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  each  teacher,  principal, 
member  of  the  School  Committee  and  to  you,  Mr.  Evans,  for 
the  splendid  assistance  and  cooperation  I  have  received.

Dear  Sir: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Mechanical 
Drawing  Department. 

This,  as  in  the  past,  has  been  a  banner  year  for  Mechanical 
Drawing.  The  six  periods  which  have  been  allotted  for  this 
work  are  nearly  filled  to  capacity.  The  interest  of  the  students 
is  shown  by  the  type  and  quality  of  work  they  are  producing 
and  it  speaks  for  itself. 

Several  of  the  boys  are  particularly  interested  in  aviation 
and  have  drawn  plans  of  ships  which  they  are  building.  One 
boy  is  making  the  plans  of  a  gasoline  driven  model  which  will 
have  a  wing  spread  of  about  six  feet.  I  hope  that  by  sprang 
we  will  have  it  in  the  air. 

I  am  again  making  a  very  urgent  request  that  the  Drafting 
room  be  painted,  the  ceiling  whitened  and  some  good  lighting 
fixtures  installed,  I  know  that  the  lighting  now  is  very  poor 
and  that  in  fair  justice  to  the  150  pupils  who  use  this  room 
it  should  be  improved.    Lost  eye  sight  can  never  be  replaced. 
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I  do  hope  that  next  year  we  can  have  the  classes  separated 
as  follows;  third  and  fourth  year  pupils  in  one  division,  two 
divisions  of  second  year,  and  three  divisions  of  first  year 
students. 

My  thanks  go  out  to  Mr.  Evans,  the  Principal  and  the  School 
Committee  for  their  cooperation  in  the  past  year.

Report  of  School  Nurse 

Mr.  Vernon  W.  Evans,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Mr  Evans  : — 

I  herewith  submit  for  approval  my  first  annual  report  as 
school  nurse  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935. 

Before  doing  so,  however,  I  should  like  first  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  for  the  encouragement  and  cooperation 
given  me  by  virtually  every  member  of  the  School  Department. 

To  you,  Mr.  Evans,  the  School  Committee,  school  physicians 
and  teachers  in  the  various  schools,  I  owe  a  great  deal  for 
helping  me  to  carry  on  the  school  nurse's  work  as  it  was  left 
by  my  predecessor. 

A  summary  of  the  past  year's  various  endeavors  follows: 
number  of  visits  to  schools,  600 ;  home  visits,  201 ;  exclusions 
for  pediculosis,  31.  All  pediculosis  cases  were  followed  up, 
and  all  cases  returned  to  school.  Most  of  the  schools  at 
present,  are  100%  free  from  pediculosis. 

Home  visits  for  other  cases  follow:  scarlet  fever,  6;  im- 
petigo, 10;  chicken  pox,  8;  scabies,  4;  mumps,  12;  enlarged 
glands,  45 ;  headache,  3 ;  german  measles,  25 ;  rash,  2 ;  enlarged 
tonsils,  15;  poison  ivy,  18;  tooth  ache,  3;  whooping  cough,  2; 
grippe,  5 ;  unclean,  10 ;  truancy,  5 ;  not  at  home,  6 ;  no  shoes,  2 ; 
Chadwick  Clinic,  27 ;  defective  vision,  2 ;  underweight,  17. 

All  children  in  the  grades,  junior  and  senior  high  schools 
were  given  their  annual  physical  examinations  by  the  school 
doctors,  a  task  in  which  I  assisted.     This  extended  through 
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September,  October,  November  and  December.    Approximate- 
ly 3413  children  received  complete  examinations. 

Sixty  two  children  were  examined  and  X-rayed  in  the  follow- 
up  work  of  the  Chadwick  Clinic.  Dr.  Low  of  the  Clinic,  and 
Miss  Stuart,  nutrition  worker  for  the  Clinic,  were  more  than 
pleased  with  the  fine  response  given  by  parents  who  brought 
their  children  to  the  examinations. 

Ten  children  were  taken  to  the  Essex  County  Sanitorium 
for  examination  in  the  spring,  and  six  of  these  went  to  the 
Essex  County  Health  Camp  for  the  summer. 

Contagious  diseases  were  kept  at  a  minimum  during  the 
year,  and  as  each  disease  was  reported  and  symptoms  found, 
the  child  was  referred  to  his  schoo?  physician,  and  excluded 
from  school  if  necessary. 

At  the  Cliftondale  School  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
morning,  a  dental  clinic  is  conducted,  at  which  I  assist  Dr. 
Beckman,  the  school  dentist. 

Health  badges  were  awarded  to  325  children  for  Child 
Health  day. 

Toxoid  and  toxin-antitoxin  were  given  to  299  children  for 
the  prevention  of  diptheria  by  Dr.  Davis  of  the  Health  Board. 

Grade  school  children,  as  in  previous  years,  were  measured 
and  weighed  four  times  during  the  school  year.  Approximate- 
ly 1880  children  were  weighed  and  measured,  of  which  number 
some  189  were  found  to  be  7%  underweight,  182  were  10% 
and  10  were  15%  underweight. 

We  also  followed  the  same  procedure  with  633  children  in 
the  Junior  High  School,  of  which  number  44  were  7%  under- 
weight, 42  were  10%,  16  were  15%  and  30  were  15  plus  per 
cent  underweight. 

Miss  Griffin,  supervisor  of  physical  education,  has  done  a 
great  deal  of  the  work  of  weighing  and  measuring  children, 
as  I  assisted  the  school  physicians  in  making  their  physical 
examinations.

Dear  Sir: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Phy- 
sical Education  in  the  Saugus  Elementary  Schools. 

Thq  past  year  has  been  most  successful  in  the  progress  of 
the  Physical  Education  program  carried  on  in  the  grades. 
There  is: 

1.  A  noticeable  increase  from  year  to  year  in  the  know- 
ledge and  practice  of  health  habits. 

2.  A  constant  decline  in  physical  defects  due  to  the  check- 
up by  the  doctor  and  the  follow-up  work  by  the  nurse. 

3.  A  gradual  increase  in  skill  in  games,  folk-dances  and 
other  activities  of  each  grade  over  that  of  the  previous 
grade. 

4.  An  increase  in  social  adjustment  from  grade  to  grade. 
The  spirit  of  fairness  and  sportsmanship  increases 
steadily. 

A  visit  is  made  to  each  school  every  two  weeks.  Outlines 
of  the  work  to  be  covered  are  given  to  all  teachers  the  fir'st 
of  each  month.  In  selecting  and  arranging  the  material  for 
the  grades  the  following;  points  are  kept  in  mind. 

1.  The  type  of  activity. 

2.  The  quantity. 

3.  Suitability  to  age  characteristics. 

4.  Suitability  to  weather  conditions,  to  playground  and 
schoolroom. 

5.  Degree  of  participation  by  all  children. 

6.  Progression  from  year  to  year. 

7.  Degree  of  joy  in  participation. 

The  child  grows  progressively  in  structure  and  in  functional 
powers.  His  growth  is  tremendously  influenced  by  his  physical 
training  activities.  The  most  important  for  contributing  to 
his  normal  development  are  his  spontaneous  play  activities. 
These  are  conducted  by  the  school  under  adult  leadership  in 
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order  to  establish  play  habits  and  ideals,  which  will  function 
in  the  play  life  away  from  the  school's  influence. 

During  the  baseball  season  the  annual  tournament  was  held 
in  the  sixth  grades.  The  cup,  which  is  awarded  each  yeatf  by 
the  Playground  Commissioners  was  won  by  the  Roby  School. 
Mr.  George  Nicholson  made  the  presentation. 

As  in  the  past,  I  assist  the  school  nurse  in  weighing  and 
measuring  the  children  at  the  end  of  each  term. 

For  the  assistance  which  the  grade  teachers  have  so  will- 
ingly offered,  the  interest  of  the  School  Committee,  and  the 
encouragement  from  you,  Mr.  Evans,  I  am  most  appreciative.

Report  of  Opportunity  Class 

Mr.  Vernon  W.  Evans,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir  : — 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Opportunity  Class 
teacher  in  Saugus. 

The  enrollment  in  both  classes  this  year  was  considerably 
larger  than  that  of  any  previous  year  since  this  class  was 
organized  in  1929. 

Twenty  one  were  admitted  to  each  class  in  September.  Since 
then  three  boys,  who  reached  the  age  of  sixteen  years,-'were 
given  working  certificates  and  have  secured  positions,  two 
boys,  have  moved  away  from  Saugus,  and  one  girl,  eighteen 
years  of  age,  has  left  school.  The  present  enrollment  in  each 
class  is  eighteen. 

Mr.  Evans  found,  at  the  High  School,  a  steriopticon  view 
camera  which  has  been  mislaid  and  unused  for  years.  He 
gave  it'to  us  with  a  set  of  blank  plates  for  each  class.  Upon 
these  plates  either  new  or  review  work  can  be  prepared  m 
advance,  to  flash  in  magnified  form  on  the  board. 
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A  great  deal  of  subject  matter  which  has  hitherto  been 
reviewed  orally  can  now  be  presented  by  the  camera  also, 
thus  establishing  visual  as  well  as  auditory  images.  Not  only 
is  it  splendid  for  motivating  group  work,  but  it  fills  a  need 
for  more  board  space,  as  the  yellow  walls  make  a  perfect 
background  upon  which  to  reflect  written  work  and  illustra- 
tions. 

The  school  department  appropriated  money  for  handwork 
material  this  year. 

The  girls  will  get  an  invaluable  training  in  sewing  as  Miss 
Douglass  was  formerly  sewing  instructor  in  the  Junior  High 
School. 

There  will  be  an  exhibition  of  the  children's  handwork  in 
June.  Not  only  are  the  articles  made,  useful  and  attractive, 
but  thej  results  achieved  in  terms  of  self-reliance,  pride,  and 
self  respect  are  of  inestimable  value.
